After J paſſed thꝛæ dapes in pleas 
ſure, bpon a mo2ning, being in my golden ſipe, Dame 
Folly came ta my beds ſide, accompaned with Euill- will, and 
with them thep bzought all mp neceſſaries. Uhen "tbe 
ſaw me a ſlpe in mp ſoft bed, at that time of the dap, fol, . 
ſing mp ſelfe euerp wap wantoaly, he ſaid : What pꝛety 
one, are peu pet inbed?

Then ſhe put on me my 
ſhirt of Laciuiouſneſſe, meft agreable to my wanton will, 
and then all my delight was fo be deiſcatelp handled, pom⸗ 
peonſly.apparrelled and ſoft lodged. After that, on went mp 
donbict of lewd veſires, alwajes enemie to the god ſpirit : 
then my hoſen of bajne pleaſures, tied together with the 
points of delight, Then J was fall of lewd Tires, J 
fake pleaſure in nothing but banitte, and as my deſires 
were damnable, ſa were mp pleaſarcs dangerous, 

Chen as J was making me ready, Folly commanded the 
Clarke of my Ritchin, called Ill gouernement, to pzepare 
me my bꝛeaklfaſt, of light and delicste meates, in doing 
whereof my Coke was moe cunning, then ener Cicero 
was eloquent in ſpeaking, And thus as Folly and 3 were 
werilp diſcontſing together, ſpend ing time lill bzeakkaſt.

Now to our purpoſe: After waſhing in wert water, in 
came wp bzeaketaft, ſa ſumptuous, that-Partridges were 
eſteemed paltrp fo2 ages, Pheaſants foz commen fotke,

Then Folly put on mp Uambzaces of Arrogancy, which 


made me becomecareleſſe and pꝛeſumtuoas, taking things 


in hand karre paſſing mp capacitie, ſtrength and abilitio, 
and not fearing to aducnture that which was abone mp 
reach. But being armed with arrogancie, bp went my 
carled haire, 3 aduanted my ſclfs ignozantly above others, 
then on went mp gozget of Glatfonie, and Liconrouſneſſe, 
the bꝛerders of all fleſhlp finnes, and chieflp of Lecherie:

® Vaine-glory, which is of ſuch a p2opertie, that the greater it 


grew, the leſſe I percctaed it; then on went mp girdle of in- 
temperance, which did let loſe the bzidle of Lecherie, and 
all other flefhlp aﬀections: to it was tyed my (wozd of re- 
bellion : lo that then J rebelled againſt God his holp com- 
mandements, and all Pagiſtrates and Superiours. But if 
A had bzidied my boldnefe.repzehending wp ſelſe, in my de- 
fires and affections, and had reffey in reaſon, without rebel- 
ing. then had J ſerned God, and obeped my betters with all 
dutifall reuerente. Dame Folly diſguiſed me with the bel⸗ 
met of wantonnelle, vpon the top whereof was put a Pea- 
cocks tale: that then J might not ſaffer any check fo; any 
fault, but might and did maintaine mp opinion againſt all 
men, gining place to none whatſeever, learned oz in authe⸗ 
rifie. After my gauntlets of idleneſſe were once on my 
hands, J greatly glozied of the gifts which were in me, 
vaiuting my lelfe to be moze rich, moze wiſe, moze ſtrong, 
moze hardie, moze grations, and in all reſpects better then 
J was, Pany times J boaſted of mine imperfections, as 
of dzunkenneffe, Lecherie, and ſuch liks.

Dp god Bilkreſfe, mp loning Lady, my heart, my Jop, my 
life, my lust, mp counſel}, my hope, my ſoneraigne god, J 
dellre ther moſtearneſfip (if it pleaſe this) to let me vnder- 
and thine auncient pꝛoctedings, and fo rehearſe what 
people thou haſt gouerned, how they were ruled, lead, 
conducted and counſailed, ET 

Pine exploits (quoth Folly) are innumerable. Tenne 

daies are not enough fo repeat halfe of them, Neuerthelcfe 
fs accompliſh thy requeſt, and to ſhozten the tedlouſneffs 
of the way, J will tell th of the moff pꝛincipalleſt. 
Fitſt, the wozld and J was together, e becauſe J found 


no man in the wozld, 4 aſcended vp info heauen, and there 
C 3 aſſagited: 


rhei firſt part bf the voyage 
aſſaulted the excellenteſt Angell ot alt the whole tompanle, 
talled Lucifer, who at my pꝛelent ariuall entertained and re- 
ct ines me foz his gouerneſſe, and ſo did maup moe of his 
coequals, Bp mp connſatle he aduanced himſelle te be fel. 
low mate with God, foz'the' which pꝛeſumption both he 


and bis were thurft out of eauen, and thzowne headlong 


into Hell. That was the firſt of mine cxployts. 


Shoztly after; God made man, and ofhis-rib faſhioned 


woman, thefe twa wert has dand and wilt, with them both 
J had much adoe, becauſe they were full of wiſedome and 
reaſon. J vſed the helpe and ſubtilty of a Serpent, to-fempt 


the woman, being the weaker, who'with his deceſptſull 


wezds wo ne her to sate of the Apple which God f6zbad fo 
be eaten. But after ſhe had eaten it, in the pꝛeſente of ber 
husband, (becauſe he feared her ſadnelle he did eate alſo ta 


fulfill der deſire and luſt: wherein they both committed great 
folly, foz the which, they wers depziged of innocencie, ol 


Gods grace and glozy, yea, thep were baniſhed the place 
(appointed by God foz them to dwell in,) and made (with 
all their poſterity ) ſubiec fo eternall death, This was my 
ſecond pzincipall explopt. 

Then began mp.reigne in the wozld, where E | gogerned 
a number of foles, J governed Cain the firſt bozne both of 
dis father and mother: by my counſeil her kilſed his gd 
b:other Abel! the innocent. F gouerned the greateſt Giants 
that euer were of the ſ&dc of man, as the daughters of 
Cain, and the ſonnes ol Seth: J made them truft in their 


obne ſtrength, not-oncly tonching feates of warre, but 1 


cauſed them alſo to tontemne the woꝛd of G O D, and the 


knowledge of the lame: Jperſwaded them fo ble their li⸗ 


bertie, end te line actozding fo their tuft, in lecherie and all 
other abhomination, without regard of the bprightnelle of 
nature, honeſtie, oz the feare of God. 

When Noe had pzeached foztp peares ſpata of the laſt 
deſtraction of the wo:ld,!theſe-obRinate Gpants being nul⸗ 
ſeled in all wickedneſſe of life, deteſtabip turned all his ad- 
monttiens and ſermons 10 mockerie: whereat God was

wzoſh,and ſent a great flzud which dzowned all tlning, (reas 
fares ſauing.Noc and his thꝛe ſonnes, Sem, Ham, Tapheth, 
wilt their wines. Then 2 thought to baut loft my reigne in 
tbe moꝛld, hut in ozt ſpace they encreaſed wonderfully. 
Then J counſclled them to build an high Tower, which 


migbt reach as high as Heauen that in de ſpite of God they 


might ave themlelues, it againe her meant to.dzowne the 
wozld: But God confounded their denice, and where bes 
foze al lte wozla ſpeake in one language he diuided them. ſo 
that the Tower remained bnfiniſhcd, loz the bniders by. 
derſtod not each others ſpeech, 

.Thenthepoſeritie of Noah were diſperſe thꝛougbont 
the wozlo, and J reigned amongſt them everp where, coun⸗ 


ſelling manp Nations to fozſake the knowledge of God, and 


fo wozſhip the hoaſt of heancn, as tbe Sunne, the Pone, 


the Starres, the Planets, tbe Fire, the Mater, the Apꝛe, 


and Earth, ans to make Jdols and honour them in the like⸗ 
neſſe of men, of beaſts, and birds, and te wozſhip them, ſo 
that the true knowledge of God ſhould be pꝛoper but vnto 
one people, deſcended from the lopnes of Abraham, and they 


are the Jewes. 


Then J demanded of Folly, how Adolatry enfred the 
wozlo, and where ſhe toke place firſt. Py ſonne (quath-ſhe ) 
underſtand that Jdolatry bath. bane bzought info the woztd 
by my meanes, fo; Jdolatry toke ber firſt 92iginall and be- 
ginning in Chaldca, in the Citie ot Babilon, and in the Res 
gion 02 Country ofthe Afirians, in the raigne of Ninus the 
third Ring, which-was the ſonne of Bell, Bell o? Nimroth, 


4 Nimroth of Chus,Chus of Cham, Cham et Noe; ſo that Nis 


nus the third Ring of Babilon, was the firſt man that did 03- 
daine Temples, and ſet bp Alters, to ſacrifice vpon, bnto 
bis Father Bell, and to [uno his Mother, Firſt he faſhio⸗ 
ned their ſtanding Images, and ſet them in the middeſt of 
the Cilie of Babilon, and that was the fieſt beginning of 
Idolatrie: other neighbours and nations did as much: the 
Agyptians made ite like by Oſiris, ſurnamed lupiter, the 
trtze ſonne of: Cham and of Rhea. The ſame Oliris, after 

bis 
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his death was eftemed of the Egyptians fo2 his berfne 10 
e God, ſo that the matter by my counſell (quoth Folly )- 
turned to Jdolatry, Foz they offred ſacrifice vnto him, and 
honoured bim in fozme of an Dre oz a Calle: the like alſs 
did the childzen of Iſraell in the deſarts to their Adel, which 
afterwards was named Serapis. Os 
But as vet Fraunce and Germany Were not infected 
with Jdolafry, bowbeit J did mine endeavour fo maks it 
moze vnigerſal!, and ceaſed not, tiil that Goztly after this 
peſtilence had taken rote. Foz the aboue named Ninus, 
ſonne of Bell, King of Babylon, married Semiramis, that 
wonderfall woman, who (as it is waitten) deviſed that all 
the male childzen Gould be gelded : of her body degaf he one 
ſonne named Ninus the ſecond: and by another wife he had 
another ſonne callcd Trabeta, who by right of ſucet ſſion 
ſhould haue enjoyed the crotone of Babilon, but that his me- 
ther in law kept him from it, and foke the government and 
rule unte her ſelfe, and kept it in the behalls ofher young 
ſonne Nious, Trabcta then fearing his fepmother,fled from 
Babilon, and affer long trauaile, he ariued in Fraunce, not 
karre from the riyer of Rhene, where he founded a Citie and. 
ealled it Treues, which is pet a verp auntient Citie. At that 
time was Gallica Belgica and all the Country about it, 
which wee tall Low Almaine, firſt infected and popſoned 
with Jdolatry, which was 1947. peares befoze the intar⸗ 
nation of Jeſus Ch2iff, There Trabera (by my counſell) 
made the picture of his G2zandfather Bel the ſonne of Nim- 
roth,the great Giant and fir$ Saturne of the Babilonians, fo 
be wo:zthipped in the Citie of Treues. But afterward Bauo 
who founded the Citie Belges otherwiſe called Bauoy in 
Hainot, had taken by fozcethe Citie of Treues, and bicozt- 
onflp bzought to Bauoy all the treaſure of Treues, and their 
Idols, wherewſth alſo bs bzought his owns Jdels frem 
Purigis. By this meanes the erroar efidolatrie was moze 
anthozized: Foz by my counſell be built with the ſpoiles of 
bis conqueſt.ſeauen meraailoss and mighty temples in his 
Citie, which had ſeauen dozes, accozding to the — 
| piancts, 
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| _ planets, they had alſo a thouſand Towns, everp ene an 
| ' dundzetb cubits high, and eigbtane ſote bꝛoad. Ns fo2 os 
ther nations, they were euen no other, then the Babilonians, 
the Egyptians, the Phrigians,the French-men, and the Ger- 
maines, f0z the god Parriarke Noah,stherwiſe called Ianus, 
hauing dwelt in Italy ſoureſcoze and two peares, and being 
959. peares old, 3 50. yeares (oz there-abont) after the 
loud he died, befoze the incarnation 1976. peares. This 
god man was lamenfed and bewailed thzough all the 
wozld generallp, but chiefelp of the Italians, then called La- 
nigenes, and of the Armenians, auer whom he firſt raigned. 
Zbeſe people pꝛeſently after thep knew of Noahs death, 
thep honoured him as a holp man: Foz in thoſe daies all 
holp men were counted Gods, as it is often mentioned in 
the holy Scripfare: Ego dixi Dij eſtis, & filij excelſi omnis: 
Chat is, I haue ſaid ye are Gods, and ye all are children of 
the molt high. And which is moze, they made him Tem · 
ples and Allers, as now a-dates Jdolaters doe bnto the 
. Saints of heanen, J (quoth Folly) made the imple people 
aſſure themſelnes that the ſoule was remoued info ſome of 
the heaven!p bodies, fo2 the which they called him the Sunne, 
and the ſeed of the wozid,the father of Gods, the greater and 
lefer, the God of peace, juffice, and holineſſe, the diner a⸗ 
way of evil! things, ano the pꝛeſerner of all god things. 
Againe they called his ſacceſſonrs, Ianus, Geminus, Qua- 
drifrons, Enotrius, Ogiges, Vertumnus, Jupiter, Optimus, 
Maximus. Then J perſwaded the peop'e fo offer ſacrifice 
bato him as vnto God, bp which d&d they became all Ido⸗ 
lafers : fs2 if thep had eſfcemed them ns better then holy 
men, they had not ſinned in that. fo2 indeede he was a holy 
man. Parke what Auſtin ſaſtb in his tench boke of tho 
Citie of God: It isnotlawfull (ſaith he) to offer any ſacrifice 
to any Saint, be it Manor Angell but one'y to God. Aſter the 
deſtrucion of Troy, Æneas came into Italy, bꝛinging with 
him his awne Idols, and the Gods of Troy: herenpon J- 
dolatrie fwhke fozte, and encreaſed moze and moze. J thinks 
(quoth Folly )that this which J * told thee altea by may 
ſuffice 
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ſuffice fo declare how Joola'ry entred the wozld.firff. Thon 
haſt heard alſo how J gongrned Angels and Pations. 
Now thou ſhalt bnderſfand how 2 baue ruled and ozdered 
particalar perſons. 

After the floud, J frft ruled Chem, Noah ſonne, who 
being whoily giaen to the Magicall Art, obtained and had 
the name ol Zoroaſtes. Ye hated his father, becanſe hꝛ lo⸗ 
ned his owne bother better then him, ia renenge whersof 
bpon a dap be found his father Noah Wunke, lying faff a 
ficepe bpon the ground, vnhenelſlly he biltonered his fathers 
pꝛinities: and (by my counſell) be pꝛeſumedð to touch thoſe 
his lecret parts, and enchanted them by his Pagicall Art, ſo 

=  thatener after ſo2 want of ability, hes conld not ioyne iſſue 
with any woman fo beget childzen. Vis father being angry 1 
thercat, abandoned him loz a (ſeaſon, After that, de beca ne 
the firſt King and Saturne of Egypt, tnſomuch as ide holy =! 
Scriptares called Cham the firſt King of Egypt. 

Againe, by mp counſell he trapned bp bis people, acco2- 
ding to his owne nature, in all billany and ftithinec, open 7 
lp affirming, that men might lawſully bie and haue to doe 
with their owne mothers; daughters, and fikers, as was 
the cuſtome befoze the flond, and alls fo commit many ether 
vnlatofall dedes, which J am aſhamed to declare: by tha. 
which doctrine,naturall virginitie was oftentimes violently: 
aſſaulted and rauiches. Then my friend Cham went into 
Italy, and vfarped' the Neaime to himſelfe. And whereas 
other Pꝛinces of his linage in Germany, Spaine, and France, 
gave god examples to their ſubieas, inſtructing them in 
god and godlp lawes, he contrariwileſpopled all the ponths 

tn lcaly,comnpting them with all kindes of bices, as leche⸗ 
rie, theft, murther, popſoning, and enchauntment, whereof 
he himſelfe was the firſt innentour, as all Biffoziographers 
Hold opinion, But when bis god Father Noah bnderſtod 
of it, he came into Italy, and hunted him from thence. 

IA ſonld wꝛite ofthe entild&evs of Cham, it would be a 
waigbty piece of wozke, and the matter would (ceme mon- 
Krous, But at the laſt he connaped himielfe oner among 

the

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he Bactrians, a people inhabiting towards the Indians, 
here by his enchantment the people became his ſubieas, 
and he raigned oger them with great fozce and power. Pet 
at the laft he was vanquiched and ſlaine in battell by Ninus 
Ring of Babilon, which deſcended of his race, by his ſonne 
Chus, Thus (quoth Folly) 3 loſt my friend Cham, ſurna⸗ 
med Zoroaftes, Saturne of Ægy pt, the common enemie of 
God and man, and ons of the moſt peruerſe and bntowars 
deft fp2ants that euer was in the wozld, 

I gouerned Bel the ſecend King of Babilon, and his ſonne 
Ninus; ints wheſe heads J puta diſozdinafe raging, ſo that 
thsy defired to line alone in the wozlo. And fo bzing this fo 


palle, I counſailed them to change and cut eff the Golden 


age, which would haue all things comman, peaceable, and 
in quiet. Piregnts they armed themſclues by all poſſible 
meanes,buderfaking to ſpaile Sabativs Saga, ſurnamed Sa- 
turne, King and Patriarke of Armenia, ſo made and e3dat- 
ned by his G2andfather Noah. The ſame Sabatius was 
ſonne to Chus, and bzother to Nemroth, whom Moſes called 
Sabatha in Hebꝛew, which in Latine is Saturnus. 


_ _ Thentbe ſaid Sabatius King of Armenia, hauing hardly 


eſcaped the hands of Bell Ninus, he went foz refuge fo 
bis Gzandfather Noah inta Italy, and Noah made him King 


and Patriarke of the Aborigncs, and founded him a Cilie 


on the other fideof Tber, which is named Saturnia: as Vir- 
gill declareth in a Paſſage, where he ſaith thus: 
Primus ab æthereo venit Saturnus Olimpo, 
Arma louis fugiens, & regnis exſul ademptis. 
| That is fo ſay : 
Saturnethe firſt from heauen did flie, 
for feare of Ioues artillarie. 
He loſt his rule and regiment, 0 
and led his life in haniſnment. h | 
Foz Bell the ſonne of Nem roth, was ſurnamed Iupiter, 


And it is not likely to be true that ſome ſapes, that the ſame 


Saturne that was chaſed awap by lupiter was Nemroth the 
King-of Cretc, but the oy ſaith, that þe was * a 
: 2 | — 
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Babilon, which weis farre diſfant from the Alle of Crete 
In thole daies thep termed the-chiefe man of enery houſe - 
Saturne: their ſonnes lupiter, oz Ioues: their daughters Iu- 
neos, and their Rephewes, Hercules: ſo that wer finde in 
auncient Recazds, many people named loves, Saturne, and 
Hercules, | 

But to my purpoſe, (quoth Folly) the above named Ni. 
nus by mp counſell, after the death of his father Bell, cauſed 
bis picture and ſtanding image fo be made, commanding 
every manner of perſon to doe homage bnfo the Jdols of 
his fathcr and mother, and to adoze them with d{nine woz⸗ 
ſh'p : and (o he was as pon haue beard, ibe firſf inuentoz of 
Joolctrie, J gonerned Tiphon the ſonne of Cham, in whom 
all bis fathers bices: abounded. Me malitiouſlp enuied the 
pꝛolperitp of bis bꝛother Oſiris, ſurnamed lupiter the iuſt, 
who was a great perſecatoz of tyzants. It angred me (quot 
Folly) that ſo ho neff a man liued. Then J cauſed Tiphen 
with other G:ants, to marther Oſiris, inſomucb that Ti- 
phon cat him in ſire and twenty p&ces, and beſfowed them 
' bpon other Giants that pelped bim te wozke his feat. But 
the god Hercules of Lybia, the ſonne of Olicis,with-the help 
of his other bzethzen in fonghten fleld killed Tiphon the 
Siant, and the other tpꝛants, which conſented to his Fa⸗ 
thers death, 

J goucrned (quoth Folly) one Iupiter, King of Crete, 
which Tountrp is now called Candic. But fozaſmuch as 
the Gꝛeke liers, and other UWzifers both Latine and 
French, to enlarge their ifes and dzeames, attribute that 
vnto this Iupiter oftentimes, which appertaines not bnts 
him, J would haue pon marke well that in thoſe daies, the 
Kings childzen and Fathers of families, were called Jupi- - 
ter and Ioues, notwithſtanding there are th2& of that name 
renowned, as we finde in hiſtozies. The firſf was O liris 
the Nephew ef Naah, the ſonns of Cham: who was no le ſſe 
god then bis father was enill. Then Iupiter begat great 
Hercules of Lybia: tho was King of Spaine, France, and 
Italy. This great Hercules, was like vnto his Father, : 

a= grea 
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great perſecutoꝛ of Cpꝛants thzoughout all ibe wozld, Hee 
begaf of Araxa , the poung Tuſcus,King of Toſcane in Italy. 
This Tuſcus begat Altirus Blaſcon,of whom was begot- 
ten Camboblaſcon, which was (as (ome ſap) ſarnamed the 
ſecond Jupiter, and wozſhipped in the wozld, Now this Cam- 
boblaſcon ſurnamed lupiter, begat bpon Electra the daugb⸗ 
fer ot Atlas, ſurnamed Italus, (of whom pet, Italy beareth 
the name) Iaſius and Dardanus, This the lping Grecians, 
and many other triflers attribute bnto Jupiter of Crete: 
which matter is in contronerſie and map be denicd, Foz 
Dardanus after he had killed his bzother laſius by enuic and 
treaſon, he fled into the Ille of a mos, and from thence into 
Phrigia; where he founded a Citie called Dardania,where he 
begat a ſonne called Erictonius, and of him lineally deſcended 
Troas, who gaue the Citie of Dardania the name of Troy. 
This ſame Troas had the chilszen, IIlius, Iſſaracula, 
and Ganimedes, which Ganimedes was faken by Tataus 
the king of high Phrigia, and ſould to lupiter of Crete, to be 
abuſed like a Sodomit: which argueth that her begat not 
Dardanus the great Gzand-father of Ganimedcs , (he 
firſt Iupiter then you map perceine was Oſiris, Nephew to 
Noah: wham Moſes named Meiraim, The ſecond Cambo- 
blaſcon king of Italy, which ſome ſap alſo had bene King of 
Athens, and of Arcady, but J thinke that Iupiter of Arcady, 
who begat Lacedemon, is ſome other beſide Cambobla- 
ſcon. Powſoeuer the cafe ſtandeth, tertaine it is that Iupi- 
ter, louis, Ofiris, and Camboblaſcon were contraries. 
The third lupiter, renowned in the wozld, was King ot 
the Alle of Crete: who bare in his Scutchion and Coat⸗ar⸗ 
monr an Eagle: but in all his mannecs, he was altoge- 
ther giuen to Folly. Foz he deflowzed Mirgins, h& raui⸗ 
ſhed wines, abuſed poung childzen, and committed all kind 
of villany (hat was poſſible, either to be ſpoken oz done, 
Me committed advlferſe with Alcmena, the wife of Amphi- 
trio, of whom he begat little Hercules of Greece: he did ths 
like with Læda the wife of Tindarus, of whom alſo he be- 
gatfaire Hclen; J loath fo fell what bcflowaings and 
| Dz rapes 
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rapes he offered, and thzuft bpon diners parficular maidens 
and faire poung childzen, Wut notwithſtanding his vile 
life (quoth Folly) by my meanes the rude people made him 
a Gas, and many falſe liars haue attributed vato him the 
robje deꝛdes of the god Patriarke Noah, and his Nephew 
Oſiris, ſurnamed Tupiter the tuff. 


WYozeoner, thep did nat onely make ſacrifice vnto him, 


bat allo gaue dim the title and name of Moſt excellent good, 
whereas indede he was moſt cuill: fo2 be was an inceffu- 
ers and Sodomiticall perſon, and a common enemie ts chas 
Qttie and honeftie, inſoinuch that people openlp in tbefr 
Stage⸗plaies, countertaited, ſung and deſcanted vpon the 
filthy lecheries,and other villanies which be bſcd, affirming 
that ſuch Antiques, and Pagcants, were moſt fit and agrees 
able bnfo him: Bp meanes whereof all his (ubicas gaue 
th:mſelues fo the ſame, ſaying, that ft was as fit (93 them 
lo to liue, as fo2 their great God Jupiter, J ganctned little 
Hercules of Greece, otherwiſe: called Alccus, the baſtard 
ſonne bnts the (ame lopiter, whom he had by Alcmena, tha 
wife ef Amphitrio. Unto the ſeme Hercules the lying 


Greekes,full of baine eloquence, giue the name and title ol 


great Hercules of Lybia, which is moſt falle: Foz that Her- 
cules of Greece was the firſt Pirate that ener roued on the 
Seas, and abounded with all bite, following the eps of 


bis Father lupiter the adulferer, in all reſpc>s : and as ha 


liued, cuen ſo be die. 5 

Foz being mad (ſaith Seneca) he flew his wife and chil⸗ 
d2en, and afterwards:burncd himſelte. But a little befo2e 
his death he made Philactetes ſweare that be weuld neuer 
diſcloſe his death,noz the manner how he had belowedhims 
ſelfe, which thing be did of a baine, arrogant, pzoud, and 


ambitious minde, euen to this end, that the pcople migbt 


repozt and beleeue, that the Geds had dzawne bim vp ta 


beauen inuiſible: bat it chanced not as he defired, Pet not. 
withſtanding (quoth Folly) I perſwaded the lying Gꝛkes 


{hat it was ſo, and made them wozſhip him as a Gd. 
I gouerned faire Paris King Priamus lonne, whoſe ſar- 
| name 


1 
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name was Alexander. At the firft hee made no account of 
me, but leading a contemplatiue life, he followed the loze of 
Pallas the Goddefſe of Miſedome, mins adverſarls ; dut 
when 1uno, Pallas, and Venus, were at ſtrife lo: the golden 
Ball, which was thzowne amongſt them (with condition 
that the faireſt of them ſhould haue it) thep committed the 
matter fo the indgement of Paris, ſurnamed Alexander: 
who was bpon point fo giue ſeatcnce in the behalfe of Pal- 
las mine enemie, but by my perſwaſion afterwards he gaue 
if vnto Venus my god friend, My and olde acquaintance : 
then foz recompente of his folith tudgement, J counſailed 
bim fo goe to Greece, where he rauiſhed faire Helen, Brres 
bpon the Greekes in a great and mad rage, pꝛepared all their 
ſoꝛte againft the Troyans, and after ten peares ſiege againſt 
their Citie tbep toke Hion, and put King Priam to death, in⸗ 
ſomach that the whole Realme was thereby defaced, 

In that warres were killed many Pzfnces, and noble 
Knights, as Hector, Achilles, and Paris alſo was flaine bp 
Philactetes the companion of the leſle Hercules, in a Combat 
fougdt hand ts hand. The weapons which they bſed, were 
Bowes and fozked Arrowes,wherewith Philactetes wouns 
ded Paris in th2&places, Firſt in bis left hand, ſecondly in 
bis right eye, thirdly in both his legges, which was fallned 
with the troke together. Being thus wounded, the Troyans 
taried him info their Citie, where hotly after he died. 

J gouerned (quoth Folly) faire F ſelen, the baſtard dangh- 
ter of the third Iupiter of Greece, begoften of Læda, the 
wife of Tindarus: which Helen by mp tounlell, went from 
her bulband Menalaus, and ſuffercd her lelfe to be raniſhed 
ef a poung lecherous Troyannamed Paris, ſurnamed Alex- 
ander, the ſonneof King Priam. She bꝛougbt blod and 
death fo Troy in ſtead of dowzie: Fo: yt her occafion Troy 
was deſtroyed, and Priam with the mot part of his childzen 
kfited. And fo the end that her adulterous mate Paris. oz A- 
lexander, ſhould not leaue her t᷑ goe to his owne lawfull wiſe 
Pagaſes Ocnone, ſhe bewitched him with certaine dzinkes 


wherein the was her crafts Pilkceſſs ; : which thing when 
one 
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ane dolh bio, he is in (ach caſethat he kozgels all things pak, | 
and all (ozrowes' pzeſent, When ſher was ihus arined af 
Troy, the god man her husband Menalaus, with V lyiles, 
and other Gꝛeeke ambaſſadours, came to fetch her awap: 
and King Priamus commanded that ſh& ſhould be bought 
into his pꝛelence, offering vnto her frankly with loud bopce, 
44 that ſhe should (if ſhie thought g@d)frely and with full li⸗ 
18 verkp depart againe into Greece, with all her retinue, peo⸗ 
113 fe ple, and pleſs, Whereunto the anſwered in the bearing of 
her husband and king Priam, with the reſt of his Counſell 
and Commons, that ſhee was not diſpoſed to retire fo her 
Country, wiſhing alſs that her husband Menalaus that god 
man might goe fo God, (oz ſhe was none ol his wife, nei⸗ 
ther would ſhe haue to doe with him. and that ſhe came not 
fo Troy againſt her will, neither dio he eff&me of his mas 
riage. © 
To conclude, at length Troy by freaſon was taken, and 
ranſackt: eigdttene peares after ſhe hav bene from her huſ⸗ 
band, and all that ſpace had lined in Lecherie, with two 
a dulterers, ſhe grew fo agtement, and made peace with 
ber husband Menalaus. But when ſhe& wared olde ſhee lo⸗ 
ked in a Glaſſe, and ſ&ing her face farre from faire, the fell 
inlo a loud laughter,and flouted at the foles;that fought ten 
peares together, foz the lone of a thing that faded lo ſene a⸗ 
wap: bat when her husband Mcnalaus was dead. iw chiefe 
men ol the Citie of Sparta,named Nicoſtratus and Magapen- 
tus, men of great authozicie, hunted Helen ont of the Citie 
and Realme of Lacedemonia, without appointing. ento 
ber anp place oꝛ pꝛouiſion to keepe her. Upon which baniſh- 
ment ſhe came fo Rhodes to her ancient companion and 
iriend Qutene polipo, which was alſo then widow, by rea- 
lon of the death of her husband Tlepolemus,who was flaine 
befoze Troy: And when the was at Rhodes. Quene Po- 
lipo- bſed her very- well, bat the young Gentlewomen her 
waiting Paldes hated her deadlp: fo2 that hes was the 
cauſe that their King Tlepolemeus was kilo: inſomuch that 
bpon a dap they tonſpired together againſt her, and got her 
into 
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4 _ infoa Garden, where they fsfintng a rope about her necke, 
hung her vpon a irie and ſtrangled her to death. This was 
the miſerable end of Helen, ho being dead (guoth Folly) 
pul info the head of the blinde people that che was a God- 
delle, by reaſon of her intomparable beauty. Foz which 
conſideration, then being not onely idolatrouſly,and here- 
tically, but alſo damnably deceived, built her a maruailous 
collly and ately Temple,andnamedher with great deuo- 
tion, The Goddeſſe of beauty, and deviſed many falſe mi- 
racles and lies, the which foz bꝛeuity J let paſſe. 3 gover- 
ned (quoth Folly) Pharao Amenophis, and Pharao Baccho- 
ris, both Kings of Egypt: who by mp connſe Ii canſed all 
the male childzen at the Jewes to be downed; which people 
> the firft Pharao held in maruailous ſubiecion. As fo2 the ſe⸗ 
cond, Jingraged him lo well, that be would not (uffer the 
child zen of Iſracl fo depart out of bis land, but in ihe end 7 
being ſeeurged by God, he was conſtrained to let them goe, 
and when they were gone, J gave him tounſaile in reuenge, 
fopurſue them with all the chiualris and power of Egypt, 
whlrh thing he did: but the Tpꝛant and all bis companie 
were dzownes in the red en. Jgonerned Chore, Dathan 
and Abiram,counlailing them not to obep the tommande⸗ 
ment of Moſes, whom God had oꝛdained chiefe gonernour 
over the childzen of Iſrael, hut Chare in offering Jncenſe 
contrarie fo his office;was attainted;and 500 moze of his 
fagion with him: And (o2 tho rebellion of Dathan and Abi- 
ram, the earth opened, infomnch that they, their wiues, 
chilozen and gods, were all \wailowed vp aline. 
Aganerned Saul the firſt King of ifacl : at the begin- 
ning ofhis raigne he was god and-godip, but at laſt J en- 
chant ed him ſo that he cauſed many of Gods ꝛophets, to 
be killed, inſomuch that in one dap her put to tcath-foure- 
ſcoze and fine, J conunſailed him fo perſecute gad Dauid, 
and to ae coumſell ot UWiitches and S ozcerers, contrarie 
{fo:Gpds lam. Zhen at the laſt being fozſaken of God, be 
was vanquiſhed by the Philiſtines, and with his one 
hands few himſelfe Cnr” i of Gilboa, : 4 
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J was glſs ſo bold as to enter into King Dauids houſe, 
and by mp coanſell J made bim commit adulterie with 
Berſheba the wife of Vrias; And nofwithſtanding,that Vrias 
was his faithfuli ſeruant and god counſailour, pet J gane 
him couniel{ to kill Vrias, by meanes whereof his ſinne 
might be covered in mariage of his wife. Foz the which of- 
fence the Prophet Nathan diſtloſed me, (6 that mp further 
meaning bꝛake off, g ener after J was baniſhed his houſe, 
JF alſo gouerned his ſonne Abſolon, who after be had killed 
bis bzother Ammon, made warre with his father, and dꝛaue 
him from Hicruſalem, being nothing aſhamed to enter the 
houles of all his fathers Contubines, and fo lie with them: 
but an Dake did execute taſtice vpon that wicked childe, foz 
when be thought to eſcape with bis Mule, the tree caught 
bim faſt by the haire of the bead, till loab came with a 
Lance and killed him, 

J alſo gouerned Roboam Ming Salomons ſonne, who 
vnreaſonably griened and — his people with taxes 
and impoſts: inſomach that when they requeſted ts have it 
ſomewhat eaſed, he did not onely denie their petitions, but 
alſo gaue them bnconrteous language, following the coun⸗ 
ſell ot his young wanton Gentlemen, rather then the wiſe 
admonitons of graue counſellours, by the which meanes- 
he loft the tenth part ol his Realme. 

Jgouerned the great Nueene lezabel, by Whoſe adniſe 
King Achab her husband wozſhipped the Jdoli Baal, and 
cauſed good Naboth to be killed: She perſetuted the Pꝛe⸗ 
phets of God, and made manp afthem ts be put to death. 
She ſon1ght by all meanes to difpatch good Elias, but as her 
life was enill, ſo was her death ſhamein\!: fo2 ſhee falling 
from a hiab window was bader-troden with holes lte, 
and eaten bp of dogges, 

J gouerned Sardanapalis, the laſt Ring of the Afirians, 
who regarded not the goyernment of his Nealme but lincd 
altogether in delight. He ved fo paint bis face, and fo ap- 
parrell himſelte in womans apparrell; he ererciſed himſelſe 
in all kindes of villante and fülthineſſe, inſomuch that * 
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ol the WandringKnight, _ 
he law fhat de was foꝛlaken of the greateſt part of his peo- 
ple, and that be had verp euill luck in battell againſt bis ene⸗ 
mies and ſtode vpon na ground free from danger of diath, 
It chanced one dap. that being in ſhe Mower of Babilon, de 
let s on flre, and there burned bimſelfe, and all that euer 
be bad. 

J gonerned Cambices King of Perfia, the ſonne of god 
King Cirus, who by my counlell was ginen to glu:tony and 
d2unkennefl?, with other bices, not beſeming à P2ince, 
Upon a time, Praxaſpes one of bis moſt ercclient counſels 
loars, ſeeing dim imm oderatelp bibbing, renerently tolde 
bim, that it was not Pzince-like : whereat the King was 
w2oth,and commander bim to ſend ſoz his youngelt ſonne, 
who being bꝛouabt, Cambices canſed Praxaipes to tle him 
fo a free, iaping: If I can hit the heart ofthy ſonne wich an 
arrow out of my long bow, is it the feate of a man that ia 
drunke? Ss Cambices ſhot,and cloue the childs heart aſun⸗ 
der, ( ſhewed it vnto his father with a warning to fake bad 
how he iadged his leige K ozd dꝛunke. Then J made him 
marry his owne natur al ſiſter and fo kill his owne bzother. 
It foztuned bpon a day, that as the King and the Quene 
his fiſker, were at the table, foz his paſtime and recreation 
take, he bad a poung Lionlet loſe, and a mighty Paltiffe 03 
& band-dogge hat the King kept:tbeſe two fought (a leng, 
fill atlaſf the dogge was lite to haue the woꝛſt. Miitzin the 
fadt or this game, another Paltiffe was tied in a chaine, 
both b:ed of one bitch. this band-dogge, bꝛake his chaine in 
haſt, and tame to heipe bis feliow,inſomuch that tbeſe two 
dogges onertame and killed the Lion. Che Aing liked well 
of the loue and lopaltie of theſe two dogges, but the Qntene 
being moued thereat, began fo wepe bitterip. Which 
when Cambices ſaw, he aſlted the cauſe of her ſo2row, te 
* whoſe demanid the Qveene anſwered in this ſ02!: 
 Ttisotherwifehapnedeo my brother, then tothis dogge, 
that was too weake for the Lion. For thou being his owne 

brother, haſt not ſhew ed the like loue and faithfulne(lc vito 
him, as this hand- dogge hath done to his mate; for thou 
111. ‚ E L haſt 
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haſt cauſed thy brother to be ſlaine. The King being ſoze 
diſpleaſed,and fall of indignation at her anſwere comman⸗ 
ded that the Nucne ſhould be had away by and bp out of 
his light, and put to death, the which was done: but as the 
King came one dap out of Agypt riding on hozſebacke,bis 
ſwoꝛd byhap fell out ofthe ſcabbard, and hee fell likewiſe 
vpon the point of it, and was thzult thzough the body, ano 
died, 
J governed/quoth Folly Jane Cataline aRomane,f erp 
ſeditious fellow, who conſpired to kill all the @enato2s of 
Rome: but he was put beſides his purp le, by reaſon that 
one Cicero opened it, and he with allthis conſpiratazs m re 
killed in battell. J goucened (quoth Folly)H-rodand H: 
rodias, to accomplith their Lecherie,J coupled them in ma⸗ 
riage, albeit che was his bꝛother Philips wife, which bu⸗ 
lawfall mariage Saint lohn repzehending e finding fault 
withall, taz (s doing had his bead cat off, J gouerned Pi- 
laet; Annas, and Caiphasinlerulalem, with many Dad 328, 
Piieſts, Seribes, and Phariſes: I counſelled thea to cra- 
ciſte C iſt between tine tö nes, as if he had beene a (a, 
wer of ledition: which being done, J thouzbt then that J 
bad waye all the wozld, but when J ſaw that vpon the 
third dap alter, he roſe agajae,contrarie to mp reckoning, J 
loſt a great number of Cliants and Subieds, who hearing 
the Apoities pꝛesch, quite abondoned and gane me auer. 
A gouerned Nero the ſixt @mperoar of Rome, who at 
the beginning of his raigne was god and vertuong,bat at- 
ter he had poſſeſſed the Empire fine peares,h2became moſt 
euill and wicked, and was giuen te Lecherp and filthineTe. 
This man was a martherer, he flew his wile, bis mother, 
and divers other honeſt perſaus, of which number Seneca 
was ont: be was the firſt perſecater of the Chꝛiſtiaus, ans 
put many god men to death, as fo; erample B. Peter, and 
D. Paal, with other. But this tyꝛant being vpon a fime bn⸗ 
garded, and wanting about him his Lientenants and Cap⸗ 
taines of warre,the Senatozs and States of Rome ſsugbt 
meanes fs puniſh him, (a; anger whereof he killed him

leite. and the Wanleiers that, wert ſeat to ſaks him, found 
hive bean in the fd. e eee, 
„Adnernen Antonine Beſaian Caracslls, the ninetænth

Gets; befldes that. he married bis Nepwother, and dellred 
 Pompinion the great Lawyer to excule his murther. Who 
anſweced bim: That he was not ſo willing tu excuſe a ur. 
therer, as he was to diſeloſe him: the Emper ont vn weozthy 
of ſo god an anſwexe, killed the Kamper. 2 
J gonerned Varius Heſiogabulus, the ene and tientith 
@mpereuc of Rome, wha by mpconnſel lines (odiflolutc!p, 
thathe left behind bhimnamemozp of bonell life;hutintamy. 
This mans awne Douldiers lew him, and (hit m hm Ine 
a ditch, and becaule his body would not linke ta. 406 vot- 
tame, (ep d2agged him aut againe with a hecke, and hurs 
led him info the riner Tiber. J gouerned (quatt Folly )Ius 
lian Apoſtate, the nine and thirtieth Ewperour at Rome, 
Who in bis lifs was ſo wile and wo! Gan, that be wag 
made Reader in the Church of -Nighomedia, This gt in 
tranailed to Athens, where he ſtudied Philoſa iv but hes 
Cayed not long in that g@d purpoſe, fo; by the copnſell of 
me Folly, be renonnced the Chziſtian faith, and bi came a 
reuouit and an Jdolater: J perſwadag him ta perſecafe the 
Chziſtians, leaſt they ſhould encreaſe ſeauen fag ane. 3 mo⸗ 
ued him alſo by my ſubtill denite, to raote and wæde them 
ont quite, which thing be meant te doe, but be was bild 
within two yeares After, who being Kaine in Perſia, and 
yelding bp his 2nill ſpirit, he lifted bp þig-hloydy hand to 
Beauen ia tontempt and diſpite-of ene Chu, making 
this ont · ery: No O Galilean thou f ſt the victorie. 
I gonerned the talle Þ2opbet Mahomet, and counſailed 
bim fo make a bake, fo entitle it Alg, ron, and to expound 
things in the holy Scriptures carnally, which he vid, and 
that Law is vet continue, in the greateſt part of the 
wozld. A geurrned Meſſſine an Empeſle, the nobleſt 
whoze in the woꝛld, who being but newly married ta Clau- 
dius firſt Emperonr of Rome, _ olde Gentleman) m 
| 2 2 
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che found by pꝛole, that her huſband was inſufficient,and 
-bnable to ſatiſſie her lecherous deſires, by mp tounlel otten⸗ 
times the diſguffed her ſelte info mans apparreil, and went 
to the common Stewes, where ſhee abuſed her body with 
a great number, returning back no bettet then a bitch,and 
 baunting that ſhe had vanquiſhed and gone beyond all the 
whozes in the houſe of bawderie. When the wandzing 
Knight had heard thele wonderkull diſcourſes bttered by 
Folly, and hauing in him fome ſparke of reaſon and inclinas 
tion of nature, hethought himſelfe folifh, if it were not in 
him to indge of deedes lo miichieudus and i, And being ns 
longer able to keepe ſilence, be bꝛake his minde to Folly, ind⸗ 
ing _ fault with this vnſatiabie Empꝛeſſe, inſomuciz 
that he cried out with a loud bopce; and ſatd, F de, fie f e, lil- 
thie bitch & vilde whore,worthyto be tied toa tree, ſtark na- 
ked, and deliuered to greedie dogges and rauening birds to 
be deuoured.

my remembzance; which thing J baue the rather done, to

Chus we en- 
fred into the Palace of wozloly pigaſure, the gate whereof 
was great and higb, built with Marble ſtone, and alwaies 
ſtod wide open, dap and night, Minter and Hammer, 
kobhcreat J mernailed much. Then Voluptuouſnetle telde 
me the reaſon, with theſe wo2ds; J alwaies kpe open 
honſe fo; as many as will, and at what youre toedet any 
doe come to me, by night 62 by dap;tbey are welcome, and 
I doe reteine tbem ropally. Chen Voluptuouſneſſe led me- 
into a great and ſumptudus Hall, hanged with cisath of 
Arras, and full of Tozches burning round about, There 
Luft vnarmed me, and B auerie gaue mea night-gowne of 
Crimſon Ueluet, lined with Martine ſbinnes.

I deſired Voluptuouſneſle to ſhew me tte teſt of the Palace, 
accozding to her pzomiſe : ls wer walked together, into a 
- godly great chamber, hanged about with clath of gold be- 
let with Pearles. This chamber was paved with Patble 
biack and white, the pillers were Jaſpex, ide roſe was Juo- 
rie laid on with gold, and the ſtaires were Alabaſter. In 
thischamber alſo wasa ſumptuous chaire ol eſtate, where- 
in moſt magnificently (ate a Paince, bauing on his head an 
impcriall Crowne of gold, beſet with pꝛetious Poariles.and 
in his hand a Scepter ropall, Be was belides that, very 
richly araped, accompanied with many Nobles, pompei⸗ 
ouſly apparrelied.

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an Apothecaries ſhop, Foz. there J found all things that 
might move a mans appetite, oꝛ ſtirre bp bis delight.

From thence ſha bad me bp to a 
place that was builded very round in compaſe: which plate 
was meraailons bzight and !ightſome, by reaſon of the 
great glaſſe windowes of Chziſtall. This ſerued them in⸗ 
ſtead of a Temple, faz thep had none other, Mere weſaw 
a great number of fine delicate dames, crc&ding amiable 
and beauttfoll amougſt all, one txcelled, whoſe name J al- 
ke d, and Voluptuouſneſſe Gewed me that it was Lady Ve- 
nus, whom all licentions levers doe like notably well, and 
bonour her as a Godoefſe, By ber lat a blinde bop, who 
With his bow and arrowes ſho!{ at adventure and hit my 
heart: by and by came downe Venus and the plucked it out, 
receining me with comfo; table wozds and wonderfnil pers 
ſwoſtons.

Foz who 
is moze mutable, vaine, ligbt, inconſtant and variable, then 
the fleſhiy Louer. Some ſap that this Cupid hath a Toꝛchj 
burning in his hand, meaning thereby that be burnes to 
the heart, all them that he toucheth. All this diſpatched, vo- 
luptuouſneſſe and J went to dinner, and ſhe p2owiled me 
when J had dined, to ſhew me the reſt of the Palace.

bices: as humilitie pleaſeth him moꝛe then all other ver-

There cannot be a fauler and moꝛe cruell fünne then Eauic:

-and no body. Were not the Marchant a fl at fwle to make 
an bargaine, knowing afoꝛe that be ſhall repent it after? 
Euen fo the Lecher fakes much paines, he ſpends his 
gods to accomplith his deftre, but afterwards he repenteth 
both his paines, his coff, and his purchaſe : nenertheleſſe, 
. with that repentance he is not fozginen-of God, vnleſſe a 
full purpoſe and reſolute intent ot amendment iſfue and fol⸗ 
low thereupon.

—— Mis Pallace was ftuated 82 built in a plea⸗ 


* N. ſant Malley, vpon the fot of a high meun. 
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taine, inuſroned with hits on euerp fide, 
whersbp it was not onelp de fended from 
fozce of tempeſts, which wap loener the 
od windes blew, bat the very bils themlelues 

were verp lightly and ſeruiceable. Foz on the one fide was 
a godly Uinepard, wherein grew Gzapes of ſundry lo2fs, 
on the other five it ytelded great quanitſp of Gꝛaine: on ans 
other ſive were pꝛoper Mods, which peided great ſloze of 
god timber, and Trees, wherein bzedall manner of Birds. 
On another fide were Marrens and Connibozowes fotlof 
Pares and Connies: in another place was a godly Parke, 
wherein was no want of Deere,red oz fallow, Beyond theſe 
bils were gobly Fo:reſts,ful ofgentiemanly game foz hun- 
ting. In the valley where the Pallate twd,was a mernuail- 
ons faire grene medvw,thzongh the middeſt whereof ran 

a riuer of fine freſh water, vpon the bzimmes whereof on 

both ſides a long, grew Appletr&s.Pearetres,Pinmfres, 

Oline fr&s, Elder trees, Dkotrees, Elms tres, and ſuch 
like:faft by this godlp banke alſo grew many young baſill 

frees, full of nuts. at the time of the pe@re;e by that againe 
ſuch ſtoꝛe of walnut trees, as paſſe to be ſpoken, beſides many 
ponds full of ſich, and ercellent o2chards of all kinds of fruit, 

and gol gardens alſo ef ſweet flowers The riuer was not 

without great ftoze of water foales,and as foz the mod, ther 
bed in it Hawkes, Herns, P*licanes, Pheſants, Cranes, 
Wodcocks,Bitters,Kites,Crowes,Co2mnerants, Turtles, 
Wodguiſts, Eagles: ta be ſho2f, all kind of ir ds pollii-le, 
as might be perteiued bp feathers, which fell from them to 

the ground pꝛaning themſelnes. What ſhould J m of

: Pigin houſes,and of ſecret Banketting places,fine and de, 
\ licate?wby it were but follp: beſide all this, von muſt thinky 
that there were tennis courts and other places of paſtimes, 
the wals therof were very bigh,inſomuch that it would haue 
made one amazed and dizzie. to loke downe from the top. 
There was a'ſo a meruailous moat and fearefall to bebold, 
the b:idge whereof was not bꝛoad, and called Deſperation, 
the paſſage over being a long narrow planke,ſotbat if one 
went awꝛie he fel in, with hazard neuer to bereconered. The 
tables were foli of godlp Yozſes, as Hobbies, Jennets, 
barbed Hoꝛſes. Geldings, Hacknepes, Pules, Camils and 
Colts, The Kennels full of dogs, as Gzaphonnds, Oter⸗ 
honnds, Barehounvs, Spanieig fo; land and water, Pas 
ines fo2 Bull. Beate, and Boare. Me ſupt in a banketting 
hoaſe, and our ſupper excelled all the fore that euer J ſaw: 
Lady Venus kept me company, and J was dulicd with the 
ſamptuous ſeruite that J had. All mp delight was fo behold 
Lady Venus, who ſat over again me, inſomuth that at laſt 
voluptuouſneſſe oner came. Supper being ended in came 
ſage plapers, danncers, maſkers, mummers, and many 
ſpoꝛts, which we vſe daily in feaſting. ow when J waxed 
wearp, J toke my leaue of the company with god night: 
and then was J bought to the bꝛeueſt chamber in all the 
Pallace, Lady Venus and her wapting maids tending vpon 
me.

And therefoze who ſo leads his 
luis wozldiing like, and ſtreth his felicitp in Voluptuoulnelle, 
is dounbtleſſe a biſſell of the Diuell, and loneth not God no: 
bis neighbour, becauſe he tranſgrefi:th the law ot Gad, 
which followeth in due and connenient ozder.

Mithridates Ring of Pontus,a rich and mighty Pꝛince, be 


lubdued xii. nations. wherein ſome ſap, all languages were 
ſpoken, pet he foz all that, after he had wearied the wozld 


with warres, was fozſaken of his owne people, purſnedbp 


bis owne lonne, and overcome by ſubtiltp: inſomuch that 
he was glad to defire a Frenchman fo kill him, who div ſo, 
and that was bis end, 

Vvalerianus the great @mperoar of Kome, enen he that 
perſecuted the Ch2ilffans and did mach miſchiele, was ta- 
ken by his enemp the King of Perſia, who againſt the law 
of armes, made him lie downe, whiles he frode on his backe, 
to leape on bis DYozſe, 


Baiaſetes the fourth Ring ol ide Turkes, was danquiſhes 


by Tamerlane, & Tartat ian, e Bing of Sithia,who kept bim 
; in 
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in a cage like aheaſt, and with a golden chaine led him, like 
& ſpaniell,thzoughout all the armie: pea he was glad to ſev 
bnder Tamerlanes table, like a dog. And therefo2e let this be 
a concluſion, that honoz, authozity and dignity is no in- 
berifage; Pozeouer, what labours, trauailes, vexations, 
and perils doe Pꝛinces paſſe thzough, euen at the pꝛeſent, to 
maintaine themſelues in their effates - Mpbat wars and 
flanghters haue ben commilted, partly to get, and partly to 
ker pe rule and regiment? Ambitions wozldlings cannot 
plap with their pleaſor-s,if they have not firſt paſſed (ome 
of theſe bexations. In youth men runne theirrace without 
regard of cenſcience, but when age comes on, and nothing 
left fo tnfft: when white haires, a walking ſtaffe 02 crutch, 
a paire ij ſpecacles, cotten put in their eares, then none of 
theſe things can helpe him, then muſt he endure the gnaw⸗ 
ing ol conſcience, which Voluptuouſneſſe kept hidden a 
long time. UWhatſoener is pleaſant to ponth,the ſame is vns 
pleaſant to age. And what comfozt map an old man cons 
ceine, when he can thinke bpon no time of his ponth, that 
was well ſpent and vertaouſly beſfowed, What diſcomfozt 
is i! when conſcience accaſes the olde man of his young 
pres wickedip waſted2But as the elec live in hope, ſo doe 
tbe repzobate in diſpaire. He that ſolloweth Voluptuouſnes, 
is Gadsenemp. F93S.lames ſaith: He that loues the world 
hateth God. Pon map well thinke, that ſinne is hated 4“ 
God, when he ſaffered his onely ſonne to die vpon the Alter 
of the Crolle foz this end, that ſinne ſhould not be bn- 
pantſhed, and why was it. but becauſe the ſinnes of Adam 
encreaſed, as generations multiplied ? The euill rich man 
that liued at his luſt, was fozmented in hell, with fice and 
thirſt, in whom the wozdes of our Sauiour Chzilt are vere⸗ 
fied, ſaying: Woe vnto you that now laugh, for you ſhall 
lament and weepe.

faſſon, and my ſelfe alſo plunged into the pit of inne, euen 
bp to the ſaddle. It is an taſie matter foꝛ a man of himſelſe 
ts fall into hell, but if is impoſſible fo2 him fo get out againe, 
vnleſſe by the helpe of Gods grace: I terme him fo be in hell, 
who liues in continuall wickednefſe,committing ſinne with 
delight. Foz if h die in that eſtate, hell is his reward, but in 
this life if he repent, there is hope of Saluation: Foz by 
Gods grace he map be comfozted and delinered. ZTherefo;e 
man of himſelfe falleth into perdition, but without Gods

grace 
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Fs 
grace he cannot ri vp againe. God therefoze ſ@ing his crea⸗ 
fare given to al vanitp, led with ambition of wozldly honoz, 
and not ceaſing bis infall life, otentimes ſends adnerfity, 
dileaſes, diſhonours, and confufion in the world, to make 
dim humble, and fo open the eyes of reaſon, which Vo- 
luptuouſneſſe had Chat bp, whereby be map come fo the 
knowledge of his ſins, and confeſſe the ſame to God. All this 
is figured in the Goſpell, where our Lozd Jeſus raiſed the 
widdowes child, which was carried out of the citie of Naim 
fo by buried, he commanded the bearers to ſtap, and hauing 
touched the coffin ol the co2ps, with a loude vopce he (aid, 
Yong man ariſc, and ſtraight way the dead body roſe bp 
and ſpake: Which done the L029 deliuered him to his (03s 
rewfuil mother, This mourning mother miſticallp repzc- 
ſents the Church, lamenting fo2 her dead childzen, to wit, 


wicked wozldlings,and boluptaous Cbꝛiſtians, which are 


wozle then dead cozſes. The widdowes childe repzeſenteth 
ſoules dead in ſin. Che coffin repzeſente!h the naturall bedy, 
wherein lpeih the finfall ſoule. Che foure bearers carying 
the dead loule fo bell, repꝛeſent hope of long life, cuſtoms 
of inning, delaping of repentance, and contempt of Gods 
wo2d. Neuerthelefle, when our Lo2d will rayie to life this 
dead ſoals.he-commandeth the bearcrs to ſtay, afferwards 
foucheth the body, ſending bpon ſinners aduerſitp, diſeaſes. 
and miſſoꝛtunes: but all that ſufficeth not, vnleſſe the Lo2d 
ſap vnts the ſoule, Soule, I ſay vntothee, ariſe. Doe not we (& 
oftentimes people biſited with aflictions, muruMre againlt 
God, curſing bim that aflicted them: Thelebp-tmpatiency 
being vnable fo ariſe of themſelaes, is it not neceſlarp that 
God lap to the ſoule, Ariſe? There is no difference between 


bis ſaping and doing: fe what bg ſaith he doth. And there» 


foze if the Loꝛd ſap once Ariſe fo the ſoule, ſh& riſeth,and 
then he delinereth her fo her mother the Church, Which was 


ſo2zrowſall foz her ſinnes. In like manner God ko rayſe me

Never- 
theleſſe O God of all godnes, and father of mercy, A beſcech 
the not ta puniſh met in thy great rage, nez fo condemne 
mä among the tepꝛobates: J acknowledge mp eail{, and 
traue pardon foz mp miſdeds: my ſoʒmer liſe diſpleafeth me 
greatly and mp heart quaketh foz feare of thy (ndgcments, 
O God fo2ſake not thy creature which is a ſinner, but apd 
and aſſiſt me with thy heauenly grace, whereof if map taff 
the vertue, J ſhall nede none ol her ſuctour: O graunt this, 
ſoz the gloꝛy of thy great name, and fo2 the loue of thy dare 
ſonne Jeſus Chꝛiſt, is whom with the and the holy Ghoſt, 
be all honour and glezp, fo2 ener and ever, Amen. 

As J was thus pzaping,with a willing minde.Gedving 
feares, friking my bzeaſt, conteiuing ſozrow foz my ſinnes,

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This Lady was of a meruailous maieſtie, and wonderfull

O naked ſkin a ſmocke of haire-cioath,and bpon 
the (ame a gowne of (ackcloth.girded together with a great 
leather girdle, a kercher. of courſe canuiſe vpon ber bead. 
With her alſo came two waiting-maidcs, named Sorrow 
for finne, and Confeſsion of ſinnes, both apparrelled like 
their Lady: the firſt ſeemed berp (ozrowfoll and ſadde, and 
tbe ſecond was baſhfull and ſhamefat, ano hang downe ber 
head. Then Gods grace ſpake to Repentance, and pzeſenting 
me vnto her, ſãpd: erte is a Knight which J have bzonght 
to thy ſchole, that he might f-2get the euill which be hath 


learned abzoad, and tobe inffroaed in the god which bee 
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neuer pet knew. And being receined infs the (chole of Re- 

pentance,F learned to liue well, and fozgot all the eufll which 


A was fanght in times paſt. And whereas befoze,J learned 


to leape, daunce, eate.dzinke,plap,hunf whozes,and to doe 
all villany and miſchiefe: now J learned a new lefſon, 
namely, to knele, to faſf, to pꝛap, and fo line well, flat 
contrarie to all that J vſed in the Pallace of wozldly felicity. 
Then Repentance (aid ts Gods grace, that my Pat fall of 
feathers, and all things elſe abont me maſt be put off and 
caſt away. Then Repentance began to take off mp fopes,e 
firſt che hurled my hat of hautineſſe into the dangeon, then 
off went my girdle of Jntemperance, wherebato was tyed 
my ſwoꝛd of Rebellion, which being bzoken in peces, with 
my coate of Uafneglozp,mp hoſen of jewde delighf,and mp 
doublet of {ll defires, all were thzowne inte the lake, and 
there remained onelp with me mp ſhirt of laſciuiouſaeſſe, the 
Which alle ſhe would haue pluckt ouer mine eares, but J in⸗ 
treated her earneſtly not to leaue me naked. So J was fo; a 
while excuſed, but not altogether:foz ſaid Repentance, extept 
thou caſt off all the apparrell of the old man, thou canſt not 
come fo my Schole. Then Repentance ſapde buts m: 
Sonne, thou muſt enter in at this ſtraight hole, whereout 1 
came. But when J complained and ſaive, that it was by- 
poſſible, becauſe mp head would not in, ſha ſaide there was 
no other wap o2 entraunce into her ſchole, Then J called to 
minde what our L02d ſaide in the Goſpell of Mathew, The 
way is ſtraight which leadeth to euerlaſting life, and very 
few walke that way.

The olde 

man is the affections of ſinne, and the fozmer euill life, which 

is leff behinds in the Schaole of repentance, and the new 


man is the god life which is newly began in holineſſe and 


truth. As Gods grace was thus teaching me, J ſaw an olde 


Eagle, beaup-eped & thick feathered, flultering aloft, This 


Eagle falling downe, diued thz& times into a faire foun- 


taine thereabouts, and pꝛeſently returned poung and luſtte: 


which miracle made mie meruaile moze then that of the 
Serpent. Then ſaid Gods grace, as the Eagle is returned 
from the fonunfaine of water poung and luſtie, ſo ſhalt thon 
after thou commeſt to Chꝛiſt with ſozrowy fo2 thy ſinne, and 
confeſſion of the ſame; which if then doe, th on ſhalt receiue 
thy fir innocency, which J gave ih in thy Baptiſme. 
Then Gods grace entred info the Schole of Repen- 
fance befoze me, ſaying, J will dzaw ther in, foz it is none 
but J that ſheweth nners the wap of Repentance, With 
thatſhe&pluckt me in, and fozthwith J became an enemp fo 
finne. Now therefoze let nomanglozifie himſelfe,/@ing it is 
Gods grace that goeth befoze mans will, and that by it man 
is made god. Then J entring in after, and being a littie 
wap in, the paſſage wared wider, Gods grace plucking mer 
in by the head, and Repenfance thzuffing at my fete. So 
then in paſſing in af the narrow place, 4 leff Laſciuiouſneſſe 
my lhirt behinde wee, tone in pœces, which ſhe hurled inte 
the dungeon, and all mp body was ſcratched, Thus doth 
Repentance pꝛepare her ſcholler, foz if any. by month will 
confeſſe his fozmer Ms, not haning inward ſozrow and 
bart-griefe faz offending God, and full purpoſe toamend his 
life, he is greatlp deceiusd. Fo? thinking ta have Gods bleſ- 
ſing, he hall be ſure of curũng. But te my purpoſe, Repen- 
tance put an my naked bodp ſuch apparrell as ſhò her ſelfe 
did weare, which when J law J thought bpon the Apoſties, 
not that J thought my lelfe as god as they, but hoping to 
tome by (Gods grace)to the place where thep are, J was

be done without ſpetiall grace from God, Foz 
| y 9 \ the heart of ſintull men cannot change her diloz- 
e inate life, noz fatne from their offences, noz 
pꝛepare iyemſelyes fo God, without the ſingular operation 
of Gods grace. The Dogozs dilpute datip, whether true Re- 
pentance taketh her beginning at laue, oz at feare. This 
queſtion tannot be decided in few woꝛdes: but to be ſhoz?, 
I lay it map begin at both. Foz true Repentance, being a 
wozke of God, he map bꝛing it as he lit. But when it comes 
from lone, it is not ozdinarie oꝛ common, but meruailsus. 
Loke bpon the conuerſion of Saint Paul, of Saint Mathew, 
and the theefe. But oʒdinarily & DD beginnes Repentance 
in vs by feare, as in the third bwke of the Kings, when he 
commanded Elias fo come out of his cage to remapne in 
the Pount-befoze the Lo2d, and a mightie ſtrong winde 
-paſſed by, and rent the bigh billes and ragged Rockes befoze 
the Lo2d, but the Lozd was not in the winde: After that 
came an Earthquake, bat the Lozd was not in the ©arth- 
quake; After that came a fire, but the Lo2d was not in the 
fire : After that came a (off winde,wherein'ibe Lozd was, 
In luch ſozt, God ſends to ſinners, a winde of terrour, to 
d2eake the mfghtie monntaine of pꝛide, and the beart moze 
hard then the Nocke, after that comes the-troubling of the 
 ſonle, after that comes the conſcience, gradging the heart of 
the liner, and accufing him of his evill lite: but pet the L 03d 
is not there with his quickening grace. Nenerthclefe,theſe 
be foze-runners fo pꝛepare the wap ot the £025, Foz when 
the peruerſe will of man is moꝛtiſied hp ſeruile feare,and led 
almoſt fo bell, after comes the wert found of Gods grace, 
which reutueth the (onie,ſaping; Lazarus, come forth. This 
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is the bopce that gineth conſolation, at the bearing whereof 

we map be bonld to dcpart in peace, with aſſarance of re- 
miſſion of our ſinnes. But it ſ&emes that Re pentance began 
ſirſt (in the Knight)at lone, and that miracalevfly:fo; he bo- 
ing in the filth of ſünne, ſodainelp by Gods p2outdence,con- 
ke led his folly, and loathed his lewd lite, bæ requiret help 
and ſuctceur at Gods grace, wie pꝛeſently aſliſted him, and 
b;ought him ont of the ſinſte of ſinne, But this manner of 
conuerſion is nol oꝛdinarily vied, 

There are indede certaine fozerunners fo-fhe inftifleng 
of ſinners, which pzepare the wap to Gods rentuing oz 
quickening grace; and offereth vnto God a renued ſpirit, 
and a pure and bpaight heart, which menner of conuer ſion, 
godlp people nel doe vie. And be&eceot meaneth the Knight 
to ſpeake, purpoſing alſo to. ſheto how it digreflctb from 
Gods grace, When Repentance had thus apparreli: d me 
with haire and ſackcloth, J was ſet bpon a ſtole, and then 
Gods grace appeared vnto me with two women aud ons 
man, which was a Pzeacher, Now one ofthe women held 


in her right hand a ſharp pꝛicking pꝛon rod (called the gnaw⸗ 


ing of the conſciente) in her left band ſhe had a red boke, 
 whereat J was afraid. Foz as ſhe beheld me, m& thought 
the th2catned me. The other woman was curteaus, milde, ę 
gentle, holding in ber right hand a boke of Gold conered 
with pearles, and ſhe was called Remembrance. Gods grace 
placed Conſcience on mp left hand, Remembrance on my 
right hand, the Pꝛeacher, Repentance, and her Damzells 
about me, and then commanded Conſcience to open the red 
boke, which when J perceiued and ſaw the woꝛzds witten 
with blond, declaring all mp offences, with to:ments-bnto 
them belonging, foꝛʒ my following of Folly, J was amazed 
and became ſpeachleſſe, Then Conſcience with her pꝛon rod 


toucht me, pꝛickt me, yea. pearced mp heart, and cxyed a⸗ 


lowde bnts me ſaping: Behold thou wietch, vie w this boke, 


and hon ſhalf ſc how thou half l ued, eucn againſt God, 


and confrarte fo right and reaſon, 
Thou halt bene pzond, — ambitious, ſpitefa'l at 
| others. 
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others pzoſperity,a pꝛolonger of time, wzathinl,a backbiter, 
iniurious traiterous, hatefull, couetous of golde moze then 
of God, gluttonous, wanton, ſhameles, a ſtewes hunter, 
ginen to all vices, and haſt tranſgrefſed all the commande- 
ments of God, leading a loathſome life, denping God, ſwea- 
ring and blaſpheming his name, an hapnous offender,a falſe 
witnes bearer, a lpar, a deſirer of other mens gods, diſobe⸗ 
dient to parents, curũing them and wiſhing their death. Fars 
thermoze, thou hadſt neither faith no hope in God, but ra- 
ther in the foꝛce, riches, honour, and friend ſhip, ol th kindzed 
with their authoziite, J cannot reckon bp the rell of thy 
ſinne s, fo2 thep are vntountable. Uery little care haſt thou 
bad of Ch2ifts merits, oz of thy owne ſonles health, but al- 
waies p&ldingto voluptuouſneſſe, filthineTe and iniquitie. 
Wyhc: Tonſciente had thus accuſed me. Sozrow ko fn fell 
bitterly a weeping, and offentimes ſtroke her bzea. Then 
Conſcience ſhewed me what tozments J had deſerned foz 
following voluptuous aff:ctions,and fozloying them better 
then God, Thon ongbtelſt (ajd ſhe fo burne in hell fire that 
neuer quencheth,and to be nipped with fozments both of bo. 
die and loule foz euermoꝛe. Ch laughing (hall be turned o 
wepting, tby fop to ſozrow, thy ſongs fo cries: yea, what 
paines can be named, bat thou art like perpeſually to ſuffer 
them, without hope of redemptions Foz this is the due re- 
ward of wo2ldlp Felicitie, and following Folly. Bethinke 
th& now, and tell me if it be in thy power fo rid the from 
theſe grienances: Pearing mp conſcience thus ſpeake, me 
thought J ſaw hell open fo ſwallow me vp, t with ſoꝛrow⸗ 
fell ſadneſſe J fell fo the ground, befoze Gods grace ſpeach- 
lefſe: but ſbee had compaſſion on me, and bad me riſe, the 
which J did, though halfe in diſpaire, and to recomfozt me, 
the opened the boke which Rememberance held in her hand.

.remifſion and pardon of all poze ſinners, ſo often as thep 
required in faith, with an heanie and (ozrowfull heart. Pow 
God is as true ofhis pꝛomiſes, as he is ot power able io per⸗ 
foꝛme then. And as he is of power, ſs will he dos whafſo- 
euer pleaſeth him, God will pardon ſinners their uns who 
then can let tim from doing it? To whom God pleaſeth 03 
bath pꝛomiſed fo pardon their finnes,he foꝛgiueth. The truth 
berreof is waitten in plaine wozdes, and ſhewed by cx- 

amples in many plates of the holy ſcripture, as well in the 
old teſtament as the new.

The 
Goſpell ſaith that there was aPhariſte,forniſhed with falſe 
faith,and-nufled with a baine opinion of holineſſe: be was a 
great Doctoz of the law, e a renowned Juſticiarie, howobeit 
weake in faith, and pet very bigh minded. When our Sa⸗ 
niagr had one dap p2eached and inſtruceo the people, by his 
devine and holy doctrine, exhoꝛting poꝛe ſinners ts turne fg 
God by Repentance, and btfering many parables and 
fimilitndes; as the pꝛodigall childe, the loſt ſheepe, and ſach 
like, whereby he doth: declare and ſigniſte, that be is in- 
clined to compaſſion,ready- to haue mercy,and to reteiue ins 
fo fauour all repentant ſinners: the pzoud Pharifle pzaped 
bim to come info his bouſe and to dine wth him. The god 
L02d Which bad taken bpon him mans-nature,: and was 
bozne foz the ſalnation of all denyed not this p2ond fellows - 
requeſt, neither refaſed to enter into his houle, although de 
was ambitious, but dobone at the table ſat the ſor of God, 
made man foz the ſaluation of men. He was connerfant as 
mong men be did eaſe and dꝛinlte with men he oftred him 
ſelfe a helper fo euerp one. ſhewing bnto all his gooneſſe, 
witdont exception * How he being ſet at the table, there

ledged her ckneCe, and fought belp of the Mhidtian. At is 
molt true that man cannot fo2giue ſinnea, hut this woman 
Which belerued that Chꝛiſt caulo fozgine ones, belaued al- 
fo that he was God, and therefa2e able fs fozgine ſianes. 

But why dia not out autour Chia anfwere theſe 
murmuring Phariſtes, and lay: J am the Soune at God, 
when they aſked the queſtion, ſaying: What fellow is this 
that fo:giueth ſinnes: No, he let then murmure, and turned

J found not there cofers full of gold and 
filaer,cupb@2ds of plate, pꝛeſſes offlikes,all manner of Per- 
cerie ware, neither dainty diſhes, delicate dzinkes, bawdy 
ſongs,wanfon Paſicke, the Lady oflene ber ſon Cupid,noz 
any thing that wozlolings imbꝛace, but J found a thing far 
ſurpaſſing all that is in the world.

Trucly Jcon⸗ 
kelle that God is euerp wober e, but q denſe him to dwel euer 
where, and pet J know that by his power and inniſible pꝛe⸗ 
fence he is euerp where, though not euery where by the fal- 
ede of his greatneſſe, and his gifts: it follewes then that 
he dwelleth euerp where, J pzap you what. pzofiſeth it the 
damned, that he is in hell, by his power, iuſtice, and benge⸗ 
ance? Ttuelp by luch pꝛeſence of God, hep haue no iop, no 
conſolation, no benefit no; ſelicity, ſoꝛ that all are curſed in 
whom God divelteth not by his grace, whatſosuer thepbe, 
be they Kings, Pꝛinces, oꝛ Popes, who haue all other riches 
and delighis in the world. But all they that haue the grace 
of God are happy, 02 at leaſt-wiſe in hope, thongh thep line 
even in a loathſome pꝛiſon, and are poꝛer then Lozarus, 
which defired to be refreſhed with the crums that fell from 
the tuill rich mans table.

God, w 
ſap : Dar Father which art in — foz, that is the 
place where God giues the inioying and poſſeffion of him- 
ſcife fo his elect, and that is their dwclling, pꝛepared bp the 
grace of God. T hat is it that God ſpake of, by theP2opbet . 
Eſay.ſaping:Deaucn is my ſeals; and earth. is my fateſtale, 
Fozalmnuch-ſaith God, as J dwell in mine elec by grace. J 
will tumble at my fete thoſe that lone Voluptuouſneſſe, xa⸗ 
ther then their maker. In the bake of Miſdome, it is wiit⸗ 
ten: Chat the leate of wiſdome is the ſoule of the inſt, God 
is wildame and the ful ſonle-bis ſeafe. God is in enery 
place where he. dwelleth,but he dwelleth not in euerp place 
where he is. This is molt true, though meruailous, foz the 
— are alwaies where God is, but pet God dwelleth not 
n them. 
 UWhereſoever the wicked are they cannot hide themſelnes 
from God, t pet thep are not dweilers with God, noꝛ God a 
dweller with them. They are where God ts: as the blinde 
man in the light of the Sunne: The light is nat in him be⸗ 
taule he yath not the bſe of it. But the god arealwaies with 


God, and God dwellelh in them, as in dis Temple. *

Paul ſaith. That the Temple ot᷑ God is holy. And therefoꝛ e 
il pe line an he commaunds yon, you are his Temple: and 
God himlſelfe ſaith, J will be in them, J will walke among@ 
them, J will be their God and they ſhall be my people. Now 
therefoze-pon ſe, that althongh God be enerp where in his 
power, pet he dwelleth no where, but where he is by grace. 
It is plaine, that where vertue is, there God inhabiteth by 
grace, which is the onelp conſolation of all reaſonable crea⸗ 
fures, Js it poſſible that any man can finde in heauen oꝛ in 
earth, inch ſoueraigne god as is in God, whois the moſt 
extcellenteſt and chiefeſt god; and the true io of ail reaſo- 
nable creatures: Yow can that badie faple in any godnts, 
which hath God by his grace reſting in his heart, who is 
the onely authour of all godneſſe, and the giuer of all true 
top and perfect felicity⸗ | 
But ſome will {ap that thep ſ god people in the wozld 

oftentimes ſuffer miſery,depatned of their gods, and put bp 
the pleaſares ofthis woꝛld, which appeareth in the ſadneſſe 
of their countenance: foz they ſeemed fo be conceiued with 
fozrow,and as it were to labour and trauaile in heanincfle, 
as a woman in child birth. J.conteſſe it to be ſo, but pet if you 
lay that they are not furniſhed with all god and true ioy 
and ſelicitv, pon erre greatip. Foz the ioueraigne god, which 
is God, dwels in the iuſt ſonle fozevermoze: although folifh 
woꝛldlings ſay in their hearts ant thoughts. Can it ve that 
thoſe miſerable men, which are affucted with pouertp 82 ime 
pꝛiſonment, haue moze poſſeſſion of true felicitp,then we that 
wallow in wealth, and are without want af any wozlblp 
pleaſures? But they conſider not that true top conſiſteth in 
the ſoule. But be pw ſare, that as the fonie is the moſt pꝛe⸗ 
cious part of the body: lo ought the gooneſt: of the ſonle 
to be greater then the go dneſſe of the body, The top of the 
inſt and tiahleous is moꝛe inward thenontward, fes all his 
godneſſe is in the ſoule:as the top of the wanton weꝛldlings 
is outwardiy in the body. The iuſt man ſuſftreth entfward 
extremities, but pet inwardly be hath moze top then the vo⸗ 
tnptnous man, And though the inſt man being alwaies afs 
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flicted, make ih chew o ſadneſſe all bis life time, yet at the 
boure 8fdeath'their- iop and conſolation appeareth, with 
bop 8fcternall life: whereas contrariwile the wo loling 
goeth his way with grudging and diſpaire. The iuſt man 
eftemes gold and flaer to be coloured earth, wozldly 
wealth, and voluptuous feeding, to be famine and filth : 
bonour,dignitp,and delight, is be (moake, which the aire con- 
lumeth ſodainlp: to be hozt,he maketh all the wozlono bet⸗ 
ter then an exile: and althongh his body be detapned here 
foz a (ſeaſon, pet all his thoughts,cares, deſires,and medita- 
tions. art conuerſantameng the bers of holy Angels, and 
tze happy aſſembly of Saints in beauen, ſinging Pialmes 
and pꝛaiſes iuceſſant lp. that whatſoener we eſtme euill 
in this wozld, God turnes it to god. Foz he makes vs re- 
{opce in tribalations, faking them fo2 medicines to purge our 
cozruptions, and not accouning our perſecutozs as our ene⸗ 
mies, but rather as helpers to ſaluation. 

The iuſt man etemes ſimple fare, ſufficing nature, bet- 
fer then abundance of delicate and erceſſijue dzumkennes, 
82 glattonp. Thep take moze pleaſarein kn&ling,p:aping, 
and faſting, then'wozldlings doe in dauncing, and ſinging - 
wanton longs. Finallp; that they doe o2 ſuffcr,God turnes 
it to god. And therefoze Saint Paul ſaith. That ail things 
farne to the god of thoſe that lone God: The eye neuer ſceth, 
fbe eare neuer heareth, the hart of man neuer vnderſtand⸗ 
eth the great godnelle and the ioy that God bzings into the 
bodp, when he commeth,bp grace, to dwell in it, onelp he that 
bath had experience once,knoweth it. Meꝛidlings doe won: 
der fo ſ& the iuſt man weep? and lamenf,to-ſuffer fribulati⸗ 
ons, and to be depziued of all wozldty pleaſare,thep eſteme 
the gods of this woꝛld fo be the frve felicity:much like vn to 
a blinde man, taking bpon him fo tudge of colours, Foz thep - 
compare falſe felicify and wozibly wealth, with heauenly 
riches and perfect happineſle, whereas indede they are but 
ſhadowes. Nothing dilpleaſeth the ele moꝛe then ſinne, and 
that which leadeth to inne: nothing pleaſeth the elec but 
Sod, and that which leadeth to oo. 

As 
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As concerning the ſoule,r.o man can venie,if-be hafe ſin, 
and lone vertae,bat that be had rather ioſe all that is in the 
World, then lole vertue, and ſuſter all manner eftozments, 
then to commit ſin:he hav rather deſcend into hell with vcr, 
tue, then mount vp to heaven with ſinne, Foz where-ber- 
tue is, there is quietneſſe. Contrariwile, where fin is, there 
can be na reſt. Let every one thereſozelabour ta loſe wozlalp 
happineffe, ii ye meane to afchine bertue, wherein confiſteth 
ſo much godneſſe. But many make no count ts come thether, 
and fo care not foz loning vertue, becauſe ind&d they know 
not Vertue. Wherefoze Vnderſtanding delcribeth her,e ber 
ſeauen daughters, namely Faith, Hope, Charity, Wiſdome, 
Iuſtice, Fortitude, and Temperance, in manner following.

The 
inferiour part we call Senſe, which is common to men and 
beaff, Now that is called in Latin Mens, g is not a part of 
fhe ſonle (enfitine,which is the inferioor part, but it is that 
part of the ſonle, where resfon and baderſtanding doe ſit, 
which is the ſuperfour part. By the ſovie then we doe meane 
the Fre-will of man, which is nothing eis as philoſephers 
ſap, but the francke indgement of the winde and will. Foz 
when we lap, Free-will, we biter and pzonomice two 
wozds,namelp, Free and Will. Jt is tearmed Free,becauſe 
that lrœly and without conſtraint, the will wozketh his 
feafes at libertp. 5 | - 
23 And 
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And it is called Free · will, becauſe of the judgement of the 
ſoule, Therefozoe Free-will is in the ſuperiour part of the 
ſoule, foz thereby we differ from bzute beaſts, who haue a 
ſcnle as well as we, but no iudgement of Free will. Now 
then we ſap, tyat vertae is a god quality of the ſoule, that 
is to lap, ol Free - will: Foz vertue qualifies Free- will. Biipo⸗ 
ſeth and pzepareth it to dos and will well, neyther of which 
can be done without the apde and grace of Gd. 

Che ſecond pert of the definition is whereby a man li⸗ 
neth rightly. But no man liueth rightly, vnleſſe be line iaſl⸗ 
ly, no man liueth rigbilp, without vertue, Ergo, no man li- 
neth iafftly without bertne, Who fo lineth rightly, lineth 
well, and who lolineth well, ik he continue in ſo domg.,atchf- 
ueth true Felicity. It folleweth then that by vertue we afs 
chiue true Felicity, fo2 Vertue pꝛepares Free-will, which is 
cozrupt and depꝛiued, and therefo2e bnapt either foz well 
willing 02 welt doing: but the grace of God reſerning it by 
Vertue, it is made capable of perfect bleſedneſſe. 

The third part of the definition is, And committeth none 
euill: wherein is tompꝛebended the excelleney of Vertue, and 
great godnes, vy the which none can doe ill. Pen may abuſs 
all the gods, all the aris and ſcientes in the woꝛld as indeed 
very often they are ill bſed, as with money, wine, and wo · 
men: but by vertne they be neuer avuſed, who bſeth Vertue 
hedoth the woꝛkes of vertue Who ſo bſeth the derds ol ver- 
tue he doth well; and if by Vertue none doth ill, thou ougbt⸗ 
eſt rather to loſe all that is in the wozld, then to loſe Vercue, 
feiag the excejis in godneſſe all things in the wozld, The 
fourth part ofthe definition is, which thing indeed is the one- 
Ip woꝛke of Cod in man. Vertue then is a woꝛzke of God in 
bs, as witnefſeth Saint Auſtin, bpon the ſentence which is 
ſpoken in the 118. Plalme: J hune zone indgement and 
iuſtice. Juſtice (faith he is a great Vertue of the loule, tom⸗ 
ming from the grace of God, inhich nons but he wozkeih in 
man. J baue done Juſtice: and therefoꝛe when the Prophet 
ſpea! iag in thꝛ perſon of the Church, ſo ſaith:be meaneth not 
that he hath done the berfne of (vice of himſeife which 

palleth 
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paſſeth mans power fo doe, but he referreth it vato God, 
whole he affirmeth it fo be. By theſc wozdes then of Saint 
Auſtin, it appeareth plainelp, that inftice in man is no wozke 
af man, but of God; Mherefoꝛe Peter Lombard bpon theſe 
woꝛds of Saint Aultio concladcth and (aith, That bertue 
is not the cauſe of . ne; of any affection of the ſeule 
comming from free-will, but he ſaith, that hy bertne free-will 
being depꝛiued, cuill, c cezrupt, is helped and moued fo god⸗ 
neſte: and ſo pon ſe, that by bertue, which he ſaith is Gods 
grace, pꝛetending and pꝛeparing the will fo will well, pꝛo⸗ 
c&deth the god affections of the ſoule, and afterwards doe 
follow goed wozkes, and an honeſt trade oflife.

libertie of the will. the raine of Gods bleffing is poured, that ' - 
is to ſap, Gods grace is inſpired. which liguozetbythe will of 

man to make him ſruitfull, to will well, accoꝛ ding to the effec 

of Gods inſpiration, which is his grace wozking in bs. to 
the end we ſhould doe well, And therefoze al the god wozkes 
that we doe, oz can dee, are ts beattribuſed vnto Gods grace, 
by whom our will is pꝛepared fo will and doe well. This 

grace engendzeth god motions in the ſoule of man, and theſe 

god motions are a chiefe giſt of grate to man as namely. by 
Faith to beleene that Chili is thu trae ſon of God: by Koue 

and Charity, fo lous God and our neighbour:and ſo of all 

other vertues, which are the god motions and gifts of 

Gods grace, wozking in vs, to the increaſe of mo2e bertoe, 

vea, to the poſſeſſion of eternal} life. Jt is apparant then, that 

bertfoe is the gift of Gods gi ace, woꝛking in aur wil, to make 

it will and dos well: and therfoze ſap we, that Faith, Hope, 
and Charitie, being deuine and godly bertues, are the wozke 
of God. Some there be which (ap, that vertne is the well 
bſing of the natursn powers and abilties in man, in ward 
oncly, but not ont ward, that is fo (ap, a perfect «ffcaion of 
the ſoule, which God pꝛotut eth in man, and not man in = 
cife, 
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ſelle. F02 although ſuch motions ſceme ta be motions of fr&- 
ili, yet thep cannot be ſuch, except God boachſafe of his 
wozking grace to ſanctifie the will, and to make it capable 
of ſuch god affegiaus. Theſe two opinions recited by the 
maſter of the ſentences in the ſecond boke,and 27. diſtinai⸗ 
on, J refer fo the tudgement of the Reader, and als w them (6 
far fo2th as thep both agre, that Vertue is a wozke of God 
in man, and not of man in himſelſe. But pet they differ, bes 
cauſe the firſt ſaies, that Vertue is not a moving of the ſonle, 
fo2 that it is the onely wszkingofGod, withoat man, and at 
mere grace: The other opinion (aith, that Vertue is a god 
motion of man, not comming of God in man: J dare nat 
iudge raſhlp in ſo high and ſecret a miTerp, and cherefoze 1 
appeale to the determination of the learned, Jt ſufficeth to 
know-that Vertue is a wozke of Godin man, and not man 
in bimſelfe, and in this point, as both opinions doe _—_ 

ſo J appzoue them fo be true. ;

Vet Tho- 
mas beleened moꝛe then he ſaw,a man e de bele@ucd that the 
ſame man was Gad alſo, which he (aw not: fo2 he (aide, 
Thon art my God, and mp Lozz, In this conſiſteſh the * 
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rif of Faith, when a man at the commanndement of God, 
beleeveth that thing which be ſ&th not. To bel@ve (ſaith 
Saint Auſtin) is te thinke bpon a thing with conſent to that 
thoaght:as when theu thinkeft the lonne of God was bozne 
of a Virgin, and toke mans nature bpon him, and con- 
ſenteſt te that thanght, it is pꝛoperip called belefe, This 
thought map come often by ſæ ing, and ofien by hearing, And 
when Saint Paul ſaith, that Faith commeth by bearing 
of the wozd of God, he enserſtands that by bearing, Faith 
comes into the minoe and thoaghtf,if we conſent therebnto, 
Foz we map bchold a Pzeacher, without conſenting to that 
be ſaith, becauſe men doe not almsies beleue what tho 
Pꝛeacher ſpeaketh,fo2 that the conſent, wherin conſiſtett the 
perfection of Faith.comesof the mere gift of God and not 
from ſceing noꝛ hearing, but from the light of grate, ſpeaking 
in the loule of the belguer, belcening the p2incipall truth, 
which is God, and wozking in him an agræment with that 
ſoueraigns truth abous all other things, So that Faith is a 
foundation vnmoueable: ur L03d Jeſus Chziff, who is the 
ont ly foundation of true bl: ſſedneſſe, d welleth inthe hearts 
of the belæuers, and ſo long as Faith is in man, he ſhall be 
ſare not fe periſh, but Faith without Charity is no lounda⸗ 
tion, betauſe (ach faith is vaine and bnp2ofitable. 

Faith then fopned with Lone #3 Charity, btlongs fs god 
Ch2ifians: and Faith without Loue belongs fo enil Chzili- 
ans. Jt is neceffarp therefoze that we note the difference in 
theſe th2& ſap ings 62 ſpeaches, namely: To belue a God,fo 
bel&ne of God, to belcene in God. To beleve of God, is fo 
belege that all is true which Gov ſaifh, and ſo beſœue the 
euill Christians as wel as the god, vnleſſe they be heretikes, 
To belcene à God, is to beleene that he is the only true God, 
ſo the diuels doe belue as well as the euill Chꝛiſtians. But 
to belcue in Gas, is to [one God, and in beleening to ioyne 
thy ſelfe to Gad, by lone and obedi nte, incozpozating tha 
with bis menbers, that is to (ap, his Church. 

This Faich iuſtiſteth the ſinner, and this Faith being knit 
with Loue and with Charity, begins to doe god deeds, which 

i O cannot 
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Cannot be done without Loue. Che Faith which euil Chziſti⸗ 


ans haue, is indese a quality ot Frec-uill, but it is not knit 


with Louc and Charity, which is the bond of per lection, and 
tbelife of Faich, as Fuith is the life of the (onle. And pel ſuch 


an bnſhapen Faith, being naked and boyd of Charity, map be 


termed a gift of God; foz that the euill man map haue ſome - 
gift of God: but that cannot pzoperlp be called Uertue, be⸗ 


cauſe that by Uertne we learne fo line rightly; and foz that 
the Dinels and enill Chaiſtians doe line wickedlp, it is a 
figne that the Faith which they haue is dead, and therefoze 
is not pꝛoperly Uerfuc, noz pet a wozkeof Uertue, If thou 
wilt then haue thy faith fo be god and wholeſome, it muſt 
baue fonre pꝛoperties, that is to ſap, it muſt be plaine and 
fimple, it muſt be whole and ſound, it muſt be conſtant and 
bnmoneable,it muſt be quicke and liuelp.Couching the firſt, 
that it muſt be plaine and ſimple, that teacheth the thus 
much in cffec, that thou muſt beleue the wozd of God 
ſimply, and whafſoener is therein contained, without inqui⸗ 
ring into Gods milticall matters by humane reaſons : and 


fimply bel&ning in thy beart that euerp thing contained in 


the holp Bible is molt true. Secondly, thy Faith muff be 
whole and ſound, that is, thou muſt not take part with here⸗ 
tikes, oz cleaue to the erronious opinions of the enemies of 
Gods truth: fo2 this is no god Faith. And therefoze (62 a te⸗ 
ſtimony of thp faith, be not aſhamed to make open conſeſſion 
in the congregation of thp bel&fe,ſaping with the fellowſhip 
and communion of Sainfs, J belene in the holy Trinitp, e 
as the holy Church founded by Chziftwherof he is the head, 
hath taught me ſo doe J frame mp faith: T dirdlp, it muſt be 
conſtant and vumonable,that is, without doabting,foz any 
reaſon of mans bzaine that ſemeth contrary, noz foz any 
temptation, pꝛomiſes, oz th2catnings, either of tozment oz of 
death. And let not the obſtinatie of ſuch as inchannt with the 
vaine pleaſures of this life although they line moſt iopfullp, 
altare the to cleaue to their opinion, which is flat hereſie: fo3 
that is a woꝛke of ſathans, who wholly poſſeſſes them, and 
can * himlclfe into an Angell of light, to deceiue the 
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ſimple and innotent, who God permits to be fempfed fo: 
the trpall of their conſtancv. Not that he is ignozant of the 


iſſue, but becauſe be would haue it appeare in others, that he 


crownes bs with glo2p,foz our conſtancp and per ſeuerance. 
This ts cleereip ſet downe by Moles in the 13. of Deut. and 
by S. Peter in his 2. Epiltle.Chap.2.4 by dur Sauiour Je⸗ 
ius Cbꝛiſt in the 24. of Mathew, And though we liue in the 
latter times, when many ſes doe abound, and vertue and 
truth in many places doth faple: yet let vs liſten what our 
Sagrtionr ſaitb: Whoſoener belceueth to the end, ſhall be (a- 


uod. Fourthip and laftlp, thy Faith muſt be quicke and line- 


lp, that is, it muſt be linked with Lone and Charity, which is 


the life of Faith, as the ſoule is the ie of rhe body. And there · 


foze abuſe not thy (elſe, as ſome doe, ſaping: J have Faith, 
and J ſhall be ſaved, whatſoever chance. o, no, aſſure thy 
ſelfe,that ii tip faith be not quickened wi h Lone and Chas 
ritp, it is nothing woztb, e therefoꝛe bnable ts atchieue true 
bleſſednes,as B. Paul well noteth in the firſt Epillle,the 1 3. 
Chap. to the Corinth. Euen ſo, when our Lozd in the Goſpell 
atfribufeth ſaluation vafo Faith, and B. Paul iaſtification: 
this is ta be vnderſfod of an holp, linely, and ©uangelicall 
Faith, wozking with lone and Charity. I ike wiſe, our — 
our ſaith in the Goſpell, that be which belensth and will be 
Baptiſed, all be ſaned : that is meant of ſuch a Faith, as 
Louequickeneth, e Charifp reuiueth. Che holy ſcripture in 
many places expꝛeſſeth, that none ſhall be ſaued, vnleſſe he 
obſerne & ktepe the commandements of God. Now, none 
can kepe the commandements without Lone and Chari⸗ 
tp. Ergo, none can be (aged without & oue and Eharity. The 
ſumme and : ſkect of all is this, that whoſsener renaancethj 
finne,and imbꝛateth aquicke and liuely Faith, and liueth in 
Lone & Charitp, he cannot periſh, but Gall finde in the end,

thing:all theſe things god and bad, we bel@ue,but we hope 
onelp fo2 god things, and not fo2 bad. Agalne Faith is of 
-bings paſt, pꝛeſent and to come: Fo? we belt ue the death of 
Jeſus Chꝛiſt, which is paſt; we belteue allo that at this pze- 
ſent he fits at the right hand of God the Father in heauen® 
and we belteue thai Chift ſhall come fo tadge the quicke E 
the dead. But vnider co2rectiva, J thinke that Hope is of 
things pꝛelent: as when Jhope that J am in Gods fauour: 
and of things paſt, as when J hope my finnes be fo:ginen 
me:and of things fo come, as when J hope to baue eternall 
life ZTbis is true, that Faittz hath an eye generally bnfo that 
which is ſpoken in holy Sctipture, heleeuing that all the pꝛo⸗ 
miſes, witbout erception, which God made. thall be accem⸗ 
pliſhed, without doſeending fo perticular oꝛ ſpecisll perſons: 
bat Yope applpeth vnto her (cife thoſe ſame pzomiſes,wait-- 
ing fe2 the accompliſhment of that which God haty pꝛomi | 
fed, And therefaze it is requiſite fo2 aſſured ſalration, that . 
thou be!eene hou ſhalt be ſaued, but fo hope ſo is not ſaffict- 
ent. Fo2 fait b in it ſelfe,tmpozteth an infa'livic aſſarance 6 
certainty of things, as when we firmelp beleve all the Are 


kicles of our true and Chailkian faith, and all things contai⸗ 
ned 
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ned in the holy Scriptures, fo be moze certaine then man is 
man: but the hoping of it is not ſo requiſtt. Foz if we haue a 
firme affiance in the godneſſe of God, touching our ſaluati⸗ 
on, and doubt not a whit of the remiſſien of our ſinnes it is 
enough. There be two degrees in Hope, which are tws con- 


trarie extremities. The one being :the moſt higbeſt is the in- 


failiable aſſurance of eternall bleſſedneſſe: The other being 
fhe baſeſt e loweſt is to d ſpaire of ſaluation. Betwene theſe 
to extremities conſifteth Bope. But the moꝛe that man ap⸗ 
pzocheth to the higheſt extremity, which is an infalliable al- 
ſarance ofeternall life, and the moꝛe he rccopleth ſrom the 
towelt extremity, which is delſperation, the moꝛe perſect he is 
in hope. It ſuſticettz the hoping man, that belcenes and loves 
God, that he hath a firme affiance and confivence,that God 
ofhis god grace will gine dim what ſoeuer be hath pꝛomiſed 
bnto his elect. hoping that he is of their number. So it is ne⸗ 
teſlarily requiſit that we haue a perfec 8 infaliable tertainty 
of cur faluation. New foz that in the definition of Hope, it 
is ſaid,tyatby her we hope eloke fo; theefernail godneſſe: 
it is to be noted, that Hope bath two obieass, the firſt: the 
perfert inioping of his pꝛeſente: the other is all the neceffary 
moeanes,to come bats the tiere ſeeing and intoying of God: 
and ſhele meanes are, the remiCion,the help of Gods grace, 
Faith bnfained,and charitable dedes,and agreaviencfle bn- 
to God. Now all that we hope foz,we onugb! with pꝛater de⸗ 


wontly to crane of Goo, as his kingdom, the remiſſion of our 


Annes, inſtiſication, intreaſe of grace and bertve, dœdes of 

Faith and Charity, But concerning gods tempo2ati, foꝛaſ- 
march as we map ble them well and ill, bey may be ſaide o 
hinder the laluation of man, rather then ta forther if, And 
therefozethe gos Chꝛiſtiaa onght not to aſtte then, nor coret 
them exceſſiuely: inder de ſo mach as will netella city ſerus 
him fo2 ſuſtenance in this life, he may lawfutip aſks, And 
bare by the wap, it is a leſſon wozthy the learning namely; 
that it is n'cefſarp for bs to doe god 23kes,vecanſe it hath 
plealed God to inrich vs with gods, which gods enght weil 
to be imploped.

And therefoze encry one ought,tothe bttermoſt that he is 
able, to doe god wozkes, tonſidering that thep come of God, 
who is the antho2 of all god wozks, c without whom we 
are not able ts thinke ſo much as one god thought, much 
leſſe doe a god ded. Foz otherwite to hope in doing ill io ge 
to heauen, wit deut god wozks ſpꝛinging frem a firm Faith, 
is not Hope, but a flat pzeſamptton. And therfo:e thou ongh- 
teſt to enloꝛce thy ſelſe to doe god wozkes. hoping that then 
and thy wozkes map be acceptable bnto God: neuertheleſſe 
thou moſt not in any caſe truſt bpon thy merits oz god 
-wozkes, buf altogether vnto the inũnit gooneſſe of God, Foz 
otherwiſe thou falleſt into that carſe which the Prophet 
ſpeaketh of, ſaping, Curſed is the man that truſteth ia man:

which be hath pzomiſed. Bat this Hope onght te be firme, 
and as an anker constantly to honuld thy conſcience, that by 
tde floating of temptation if move not. But ſome will aſke 
by what teſtimonp oꝛ witneſſe can the conſcience reſt aſſured 
ok remiſſion of ſinnes, of Gods adopfion, and of beauenly 
bleſſe dneſle. J anſwere, Saint lohn ſafth. There be thze 
things that gine witnes in earth, that is, tbe Spirit, water, 
and Bled. Thele tha teſtifie vnto the ſpirit of the bel@ne- 
ing man that Chiſt is the infallible truth, who fulfilleth in 
the belteuing man the whole ſumme of his pꝛomiſes. The 
firſt wkneſſe then that afſureth man in Hope. is the pꝛecious 
blond of eur L03d Jeſus Chꝛiſt, which was Ged fo2 the re- 
miſſion of our finnes. The ſecond witneſſe is the water of 
Baptiſme, by the which alio sur ſinnes are fo:ginen. But 
theſe two witnefſes put not the conſcieuce in full and perfect 
Mope and aſſuranee. And therefoze there maſt be annexed 
vnts them a third, which third is, The holy *. — 

cate! 
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beareth ſwitneſſe with our Spirit, that we are the ſonn's 4 
heires of God. Who ſo halb not this witneſle, he cannot be 
aſſared of his ſaluation, The wozkes of the holy Spirit in 
man, if thou aſke me what thoſe wozkes are, J anſwere 
thee, that they are theſe, and ſuch like that follow, namelp: 
S03row foz finnes: Matred of all things which dilplealeth 
God, and are contrarp to bis commandements : faking 
pleaiure to reade and heare Gods wozd : mourning fo? thy 
imperfctions, and ſure Faith, Hope, and Charity: and al- 
lection, deũre, intent, e purpoſe fo love God abone all things, 
and to doe thy endeauour fo fulfill his tommaundements. 
Foz all theſe things (pzings not from the cozxrupf nature of 
man, vnleſſe his heart be moyſtened with the dew of Gods 
grace: without the which we feele not in our ſelues any god 
affections, noꝛ deſire fo doe god wozkes, which are ſignes of 
the pzeſente of the holy Ghol in bs. Wherefoze we ought 
with ſighing fo pꝛay bnfa God, and to beſcech him moſt 
humbly that it would pleaſe him ofhis bnſpeakeable pitp, to 
ſend vs his holy ſpirit, which may aſfare bs of the redempti- 
on of our ffnnes: fo bouchſafe his heanenly adoption, and 
the inioping of everlaſting bleſſedneſſe.

The deſcription of Loue or Charity, and how we ought to 
loue God, and our neighbour, | 


CHAP. V. 


„ Hariey is a bertue, by the which God is loued 
7 1 fo2 the lone of himſelfe, and our neighbour fo: 
doe lone of God, ez in God. It is ſaid in the fitſt 
part of this definition, that Charity is a vertue. 
Let vs ſ&how: certainely Charity is the extellenteſt vertue 
that is enen the mother and nurſe of all the reſt. Fo2 he that 
hath not Charity, bath nothing in him to obtaine enerlaſting 
life, This Charity is giuen when the holy ſpirit is ginen, Foz 
the holy ſpirit being reſident in the ſonle, makes vs ow 
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Odd foz the lone of bimſelfe,and our neighbour fo) the lene 
of Bod. To loue God fo; the loue of bimſeclte,is to lone him 
foz his owne ſake and becanſe be is God. And that is to be 
done the wales, that is, to louc God abone all things entire» 
lp, aboue all things ozderlp,abane all things pzeciouly, We 
will declare theſe th2& wates of louing Gd the mozeplaine- 
lp. that enerp one may knom how to love Gad. 

To lone Sod intirely,is to haue a god will to God and 


fo reiovte greatly that he is ſuch a one as he is: But to2 the 


better bnderffanding heereof, it hall not be amifſe to ſhiw 
what it is folone, Co laue is nothingelſe,but to with wel to 
enery bodp: as when J lone a man, J wiſh as well to bim 
as lo mp ſelſe. Now there are two manners oilove. One is 
called the couetous loue: as when a man loues anp thing 
fo; his owne pꝛoſtt (ake,ein ſuch ſoꝛt men love thetr hozles, 
their vickuals, and all other wo2idlp necefaries. The other 
lone is called the lone of friendſhip. when one loves a thing 
foz the lone of it ſelfe, without reſpeg of particular p3ofit: as 
when x l a man wiſe, J take pleaſure in him, and wich that 
the bertnes which are in him, may not onelp be continued, 
but alſo encrealed in bim, and this doe J being to him well 
affcationated, and loning him with delight. | 

There is not in God anp god that is not like himſelfe, 


| Foz bis might,bis wiſoome,his mercy.his riches, and his 


godneſſe are heauenly,as be himſelfe is, who is all wiſe, all 
iuſt, all mercifull, all rich, and all mighty. So that we loue 
God abone all things enfircly, when we reiopce and be glad 
that he is as be is without regart ing our pꝛoper p2ofit oz hos 
nour. Chou onghteft not to love God with a couetous lone, 
that is, then moſt not lone God onelp beeanſe he gines the 
all things pꝛofitable fo2 hœ: fe: in fo doing. thou loueſt thy 
ſelte better then thaw lcueſt God. Jf thou loue God rightly, 
be will ceward thee greatip: but this loue muſt be ſingle and 
it mult be pure, and not depending vpon another thing: fo: 


wos ſo loaeth God fs2 gaine, loueth him but as his hozſe, in 


h hum he delig vs brcanſe he ſerues his turne. God ought 


fo be loued loningly, without reſped of particular pꝛoſit. 
: Y 25at 
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Vat tpon maiett alke ma a gueltion, May 4 not lone God 
to this env, and under this condition, that he may giue me 
heanen: which is the pꝛintipalleſt thing that man can wiſh 
fo; alter this life. The Doctozs ſap no, i we conſider well of 
the thing beloned, which is God: foz in ſo doing, thou loueC 
thy ſeifs better then thou leneſt God. Thou maiſt come to 
beanen by this meanes, as namely, by keping bis com- 
mandements, by giuing almes, and by dwing other god 
diedes, and yet gine God his due and ſingls lone. Now theſe 
things are not Charity it ſelfe, but the wozkes of Charitp. 
Wee ſap-then that God ought ts be loved in doing god 
diedes, and inke@ping his coommandements : but this lone 
ongbt to be entire, without. reſpect of p2ofit oz reward, 
CLo loue God oꝛderiy aboue ali things, is to refer thy (els 
and all thy gods to God: ſo that all which thou loueſt, wiſh⸗ 
elt, doſt, and leaueſt vndone, thou oughteſt fo lone, to wiſh, 
to doe, and leaue bndone, (oz the lone of God, and his gloꝛp. 
Thus referring all to the hononr and glory of God, thou 
loucft God abeue all things ozderlp, and accompliſheſt as 
much as in tber lieth, what is w2itten-in Dèut. and in . 
Mathew, where it is ſaid: Thou alt lone the Lozd thy God 
with all thins beart, with all tp ſonle,e with al thy Cirengtb, 
Foz what other thing is it to loue God with all thine heart, 
with all thy ſouls, and with all thy ſtrength, but to refer all 
things to Got. to his glo2p,all our thongbts, al our wozds, 
all our wo2Kes,all sur purpoſes, and all our infents.To loue 
God therſoze abone all things o2derly.is to refer to God & 
his g!ozy our ſelues, and all that is within and without vs, 
which we cannot well doe, it our thoughts, if our wozds, if 
our wozkes, be not god and acceptable bnto God, 

To leue God pzeciouly, is fo loue him ſo deerely and ſo 
much to eſiteme ai him. that foz no cauſe thou wouldeſt l ſe 
| him: no) bis love: but with rather fo loſe thy geds, (by 
g lands, tþy limbes, tby lile, and the lous of the wozld. This

Plato ſaith; Chat Prudence is the Dutchi ſſe of all 
moꝛt all ver tues, hewing how we ſhonlo vnderſtand 4 bie 
the reſt: Fo} as Faith infozmeth vs what we ſhould hope af- 
ter, and what we ought fo lone, even ſo Prudence teacheth 
bs how we ſhould bſe-Juſtice, Fortitude, and Temperance, 
Aciſtotlcſaith,thatit is impoſſible but a pzndent man ould 
be god. J he meane mozcall godnoſle it is moſt frue:fo; a 
Wiſe man doth nothing but that which is lawiull: But pet 
without Lone 82 Charitp,Paudence is a bertue no moe me-- 
ritozious, then Faith without Lone and Charity, But it 
the pzudent man laue God with all his heart, it is bnpoſſible 
but he ſhould doe god, and conſequently be god. 
Iuſtice is a vertue vſed in to ſozts, ſometimes if is a 
generall vertne, and compzebends in ber ſelfe all vertue: as 
the man that lineth well and iuſtip, is thcrefoze called god, 
and inf, Dtherwile it is vnderſt od a perticolar vertue, called 
Iuſtice diſtributiue, palding to cuery one that which unte 
dim belongeth. This berfae, Iuſtice diſtributiue, is conneni⸗ 
ent fo2 all men, and pꝛincipallp foz Emperours, Rings, and 
ſach as haue the adminiſtration e gonernment of common 
wealths:; to the end that they map yeld fo every one their 
right,defending the innocent, and puniſhing the oFinder:do- 
ing inftice andright,acco2ding to equitp, as well to little as 
great, and to poꝛe as rich. Panp haue iuſlite painted in iteir 
bonſes, + pet haue w2ongfull dealing iodged in their hearts. 
Man a one hath Cbꝛiſt in their mouth, but the divell in 
thetr minde.

Fortitude is a vertue;vnto the which belongs a magnficont 


tonrage, not fzaring ang ibing bat bulawful actions, Be that 
harh thts vertue,ke@pes htmielſe conſtant in atuceſitte, ans 
wareth not pꝛoud in p3oſperity,Forticude glues a man mage 


nantmitp, conſtancte, hope, aſſurance ,patterrce, and perle⸗ 
verance. With this vertue the Martires of all degrees and 


ages were endued, grounded bpon a ficme Faith, contem⸗ 
ning the wozlo, and ſetting light by the toꝛmenks of tirants. 


imbzacing desth, rather then to denie Chziſt. Gods JÞ30s 


phets were armed with Fortitude, who without flattery res 
pꝛebended the kings af Iſrael and Iuda offheir falle wozſhip 
of God, andfearedmattheir furies. The Apoſtles of Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt were armed with Fortitude, whe feared not to con- 
frole the wiſdome of the wiſe,and vanquilh ſuch as were in 
high places, that they might with contented mindes carrp 
the poke of Chzilt, This did they, not with mans power, oz 
warlike weapons, but with divine dogrine ; not deſiring to 
killany one, but to die themleluW. It is a great old won 
der, that ſo ſew ſimple ſoules bnarmed, unlearned, e hauing 
no humane pollicy, ſhould vanquiſh the wiſedome of the 

wozld, confound earthly pollicy and ſtrength, and ſabdue 
kings, and bzing them in obevience to the faith of Chill, res 
uoking the people from falſe religion e adozation of dinells, 
With this vertue of Forticude,Kings ought to be armed, not 
doubting any danger fo3 the defence of the faith of Jeſus 
Chailt, but being of one minde with the holy Martires of 
God. Mith this Wertns ovghtPzeachers to be armed, woz⸗ 
thilp defending the w6zd of God, againſt all Peretikes and 
enemies of the lame. not doubling the th:eatnings ot perſe⸗ 
tutoꝛs whatſoeuer. But pou mult vnderſtand that Fortitude 
is not a dealer in the committing of bnlawfuli deeves; as to

And the boiſterous wind of Couetouſneſſe, ouerthzew the 
hoaſes of [uſtice. The fonre vertues likewiſe are deveored 
ol their aduerſarie vices, actoꝛding as Ioel complatneth a- 
gainſt the wicked Jewes, onder fourenotable things, deti⸗ 
phering the foure bices oppoſit 4 againſt tbe foore vertues 
befoze named. Theſe foure things are tbe Caterpiller, the 
Gzaſhopper, the Locuſt.and the Blaſting: all wbich foure 
things being bent to waſtlulneſſe. leave nothing vnſpopled.
